. The RLM Collection of Brazilian Gold — the third and final part of Dr. Roberto Monteiro’s impressive Brazilian coin cabinet is 


presented in its own section under Brazil. Part Ill of the collection spans the Empire to Republic period, covering 100 years of 
Brazilian history. It begins with the classic rarity that is the 1822 Coronation 6400 Reis of Pedro | and ends with the 10000 Reis of 
1922, of which only six were minted. 


. The Hans Cook Collection of British Gold — beginning with Edward Ill (1327-1377), ending at George VI (1937) and representing 


every monarch in between (as well as the Cromwell and Commonwealth issues), the Hans Cook Collection illustrates the history of 
British coinage in gold. An incredible accomplishment, many of the coins represent the finest known of their type, with several other 
rare varieties that will entice the specialist. 


. The Formosa Collection — painstakingly assembled over a three decade period, the Formosa collection is a type collector's dream. 


Business strikes, proofs and pattern coinage of all metals make up this wonderfully diverse trip through numismatics. While singling 
out a particular noteworthy item is exceptionally difficult, the unique 1862 Indian silver type set in gold cannot go without mention. 
The set, once in the collection of King Farouk of Egypt, must be considered one of the true treasures of Indian numismatics, and it 
certainly is one of the most exciting items in the entire sale. 


. The Isaac Rudman Collection of Guatemala — perhaps the finest grouping of Guatemalan rarities to ever be sold at auction. This 


amazing set easily surpasses legendary collections such as Norweb and Eliasberg. While many pieces in the collection are only known 
to exist in numbers less than 10, perhaps the most notable piece is the 1824 8 Escudos issued under the Central American Republic. 
The coin, a majestic masterpiece, is the finest known (and likely soon the most valuable) example of what is widely regarded as the 
most beautiful coin of Latin America. 


. The MacLeod Collection of Canadian Dollars — the finest collection of Specimen, Proof and Prooflike Dollars ever assembled. Many 


examples qualify as the finest known for the date and the key date, the 1947 Blunt 7, is graded an unbelievable Specimen 68 by 
PCGS. For the collector of Canadian dollars, this collection is certainly a can't-miss opportunity. 


. The Collection of Donald E. Bently - sold for the benefit of The Bently Foundation, this offering of World rarities from over 20 


countries is a small piece of the largest collection ever consigned to Heritage. Collected by type, highlights include multiple ducats 
of Poland and Transylvania as well as a simply remarkable British 1701 “Fine Work” 5 Guineas, graded MS64, that has to be a 
candidate for the finest known. 


In addition to our featured collections, Heritage has partnered with over 200 other consignors to bring more than 2200 lots of World 
and Ancient coins to our floor auction at the Waldorf-Astoria Hotel.

For the third time, Heritage is given the opportunity to present another part of the impressive numismatic cabinet of Dr. Roberto Lemos Monteiro. 
In 2013, we presented the entire colonial collection starting with the first issues of the Bahia mint in 1695, through the united kingdom of Brazil 
issues of 1822. The collection of independent Brazil, presented on the following several pages, is perhaps the most challenging to put together as a 
collector. Starting with the first issue of independent Brazil of 1822, the 6400 Reis known as “The Coronation Piece’, 64 struck by the Rio mint, 16 in 
existence today, 9 in private hands. The “piece” is the crown jewel of any Brazilian collection for its charisma and historical importance. The collec- 
tion continues to navigate the rare, subsequent issues of Pedro I, transitioning into the Pedro II period in 1831 through an Imperial ingot of the Serro 
Frio Foundry. The coins of Pedro II are nearly complete include date runs of rare types such the “Pedro Menino” - young Pedro issues (1832 - 1840), 
“Almirante” or Admiral - 1842 -1847 and regular issues through the proclamation of the Republic in 1889. Dr. Monteiro’s Republic collection is 
legendary including 20 of the 22 dates of the 10000 Reis issue, including the famed issue of 1922, mintage of 6. To close the collection, an impossible 
run of 26 x 20000 Reis of the Republic. Heritage would like to, once again, thank the Lemos Monteiro family for their support and trust to bring Dr. 
Monteiro’s numismatic legacy to the world. In 2014, selections of Dr. Monteiro’s cabinet of Medals will be presented. 








The RLM Collection of Brazilian Gold - Part III 
The Coronation Piece of Pedro I

piece as “the charming flower in the garden of Brazilian numis- 
matic arts”. 


The 6400 Reis of 1822 was the first coin struck in indepen- 
dent Brazil, proclaiming its first Emperor, Pedro I of Brazil. On 
September 7th of that year on the banks of the Ipiranga River, in 
what is today the city of Sao Paulo, Pedro called for “Independence 
or Death”. Pedro had received orders from his father to return to 
Lisbon and affirm his loyalty to the Portuguese Crown. Pedro 
defied his father’s order and stayed. 


On December Ist, Pedro was crowned Emperor at the Nossa 
Senhora do Monte Carmo Church in Rio de Janeiro. The design 
and execution show the brevity of time, Rio mint engraver 
Zeferino Ferrez had to complete this project, it shows the Royal 
crown on top of the national shield where it should feature the new 
Imperial crown. A total of 64 pieces were minted and offered to 
dignitaries on Coronation Day. Numismatist Claudio Schroeder 
accounts for 16 pieces in existence today. Seven are in museums 
in Brazil and Portugal, leaving nine specimens in private hands. 
Only two pieces exchanged hands in the last 27 years: the Norweb 
piece in 1997 that realized in excess of $80,000 and the Eliasberg 
specimen, a VF mount removed specimen that realized $69,000 in 
2005. Heritage subsequently sold the Eliasberg piece for $138,000 
in April of 2012.

Unique Cartagena 1/2 Real

Cartagena. Felipe III 1622 (1625) 1/2 Real, KM-unlisted, Restrepo 
M15 (“1 known”, this coin).

Pomegranate between crowned columns of Hercules with P(LVS) to 
the left and V(LTRA) to the right, with the “(RE)X. 1622” legend par- 
tially visible on the periphery, to the left of the coin. 4.72 grams, and 
a specific gravity of 9.00, thus clearly a very debased issue. Choice for 
the assigned grade, and very attractive. Currently unique, and of the 
utmost historical importance. 


This enigmatic coin has puzzled specialists since its appearance in in 
Aureo auction ten years ago (Aureo 3/2003, lot 87), and no defini- 
tive attribution of it has yet been made (although Herman Blanton 
has contributed very important facts on it: see numisane.org/Gaceta/ 
GN166-167.pdf, numisane.org/Gaceta/GN166-167.pdf). On the other 
hand, its extreme rarity has never been in doubt, being recognized as 
unique by all recent references including Restrepo. Having the coin 
in hand and after reviewing contemporary documentation (most of 
which published in Friede’s work Documentos sobre la Fundacion de la 
Casa de Moneda en Santa Fe de Bogota (1614-1635), the cataloguer is 
able to give a few further thoughts on this most important piece among 
the early and fascinating Colombian cob issues. Firstly, it is useful to 
establish that the only periods to which this piece can be attributed 
are either the vellon rico (enriched billon) issues of 1622 - made either 
in Cartagena, or Santa Fe, as mentioned following - or the plata baja 
(debased silver) issues of 1625-1626. The key facts related to those issues 
can be summarized as follows. 


By Royal Ordinance of April 1, 1620 King Philip II authorized a mint 
in Santa Fe. Acting Director of this Mint was Engineer Alonso Turrillo 
de Yebra, who had been proposing this project for a while (and he had 
even commissioned dies to be engraved in Spain as early as 1619, based 
on the few surviving coins that bear that date). Along with many of the 
usual denominations (from the 1/2 Real up to the 8 Reales in silver, and 
the 1 and 2 Escudos in gold) in accordance with the coinage regula- 
tions then in force, debased coins of 1/4 Real were to be struck as well. 
These coins of 1/4 Real would be of vellon enriquecido (enriched billon), 
consisting of a mix of 1 part silver - 4 parts copper (186.111 fine), with a 
weight of 2.301 grams, and their total authorized amount was of 300,000 
ducados. Their design would show on the reverse a pomegranate (symbol 
of Nuevo Reino de Granada) between the two columns of Hercules, with 
these flanked by the letters P and V for PLVS VLTRA (this design obvi- 
ously corresponds to the present specimen, and we will return to this fact 
later on). Note for the time being that this issue of billon cuartillas was of 
utmost importance for the royal approval of the venture, since its heavily 
debased nature would result in a net benefit of 40% of the total struck 
amount for the King himself. Turrillo had even invented a special ingenio 
(device or minting press) to strike these coins with more efficiency. 
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Later on, by Royal Ordinance of June 10, 1620, a branch mint in Cartagena 
was given pending authorization, subject to the final approval from the 
authorities of Santa Fe after considering whatever antecedents could be 
forwarded by the local authorities of Cartagena. This branch mint would 
also be authorized to strike the debased cuartillas of enriched billon, to 
replace the then current raw silver (plata corriente) in circulation. On 
May 9th, 1621, Turrillo finally arrived at Cartagena with mint equip- 
ment and officers (including assayer “A” whose identity is still unknown) 
and immediately sought to establish a mint in that city. On July of that 
year (with two successive orders on the 15th and 31st of that month) the 
Audiencia of Santa Fe finally authorized the mintage of 60,000 ducados 
in billon coins of %4 Real in Cartagena. In practice, this was the formal 
authorization of that branch mint, but the authorities of Cartagena 
would resist this order, fearing the consequences of a debased issue. 


What happened later is still subject to some controversy, but the cataloger 
feels that Turrillo’s later testimony (see document 51 in Friede) is mostly 
accurate: facing the disobedience of the Cartagena’s authorities, he pro- 
ceeded to transport the equipment and officers to Santa Fe where the first 
coins were finally struck, including some billon cuartillas which were appar- 
ently accepted into circulation. These first issues may well be the ones dated 
1619-1622 which show an assayer initial “A’, and the mintmark as S, SF, or 
NR. Whether these first issues were struck in Cartagena or Santa Fe (or at 
both locations) is irrelevant for the analysis of the coins themselves since the 
exact same dies would have been used in all the possible different minting 
locations. Between February and April of 1622, Turrillo then went back to 
Cartagena taking with him mint equipment and officers, and tried to again 
initiate (or reinitiate, according to some numismatic experts) the minting 
operations at that branch mint. Not much success was found, since he then 
left for Spain to personally complain to the King of the persisting hostility 
from the Cartagena’s authorities towards his minting operations (he arrived 
at Havana of August 22 of 1622, according to his later testimony). Evidently, 
not many billon %4 Real coins were made between 1621 and 1622: Barriga 
Villalba quotes a figure of 5,409 pesos 3 Reales worth of these billon cuartil- 
las issued during that period. No further coins were minted at either mint 
after Turrillo’s departure and until his return to Cartagena in 1625. 


With the lack of small denominations still a persisting burden, on March 
10, 1625, a different debased issue of minor denominations was authorized 
for the Cartagena mint: this new issue consisted of coins of %4, % and 1 
Real, with slightly more silver than the previous enriched billon cuartil- 
las: at 0.248 fineness, these would be called plata baja (debased silver) 
as opposed to the 0.2 fineness enriched billon. These were struck and 
circulated for roughly seventeen months prior to their recalling by decree 
of August 16th, 1626: a total amount of around 40,000 pesos was issued, 
since this was the figure mentioned when assigning funds for the recalling 
operation. From that date on, no further debased issues were authorized. 


Thus concludes our lengthy exposition of the contemporary documentation 
related to our present specimen. An initial conclusion can be immedi- 
ately drawn: our coin can only have been struck in early 1622, or between 
March 1625 and August 1626. These are the two only periods during 
which either of the Cartagena or Santa Fe mints was active, and debased 
coinage was forbidden after that. If the former possibility is accepted, 
then Turrillo struck a coin in 1622 which contradicted the regulations 
then in force since only debased %4 Real coins were authorized: the cata- 
loguer feels confident to dismiss this possibility as this hypothetical fact 
is never mentioned by the complaining Cartagena or Santa Fe authorities 
when arguing against the debased issues. The latter possibility implies that 
Turrillo employed back dated 1622 dies for this 1625-1626 plata baja issues. 
This can easily be accepted based on surviving specimens of other contem- 
porary issues, such as the 1619 coins (which could not have been struck 
prior to 1621). Moreover, a key fact is that Turrillo complained and stated 
that these new plata baja coins (the new denominations of % and 1 Real) 
were thicker and would be much more difficult to strike than the % Real 
coins using the same device that he had originally invented for the latter 
(see document 70 in Friede). If he used the same device for all plata baja 
denominations (implying dies of similar dimensions, but thicker planchets 
in proportion for the higher denominations), it also made sense to use the 
distinctive pillars and pomegranate reverse die that had been designed for 
the original debased issue of 4 Real coins. 


This is indeed the case, as our present specimen and one of the specimens 
of the M11 % Real plated by Restrepo share the same reverse die (Restrepo 
had noted the punch link for the pomegranate but the entire die is in fact 
the same!). Its weight, very close to double the theoretical weight of the 
debased % Real coins (4.602 grams) is achieved through a very thick plan- 
chet while keeping the same dimensions of the % Real coins. 


Thus, the cataloger feels confident to definitely attribute the present coin as 
being the sole example known of the “plata baja” % Real issued between 1625- 
1626. As such, its importance among the early cob issues of the Americas 
can hardly be overestimated: it is the rarest Colombian cob type, bar none! 


Another relevant related point is whether the three known debased cuartil- 
las dated 1622 are from the 1620 issue or instead (as now thought by the 
cataloger) from the 1625-1626 issue (and thus also struck with back dated 
dies). Indeed, this might well be the case when comparing the respective 
mintage figures for both debased issues: around 5.405 pesos for the 1621-22 
issue compared to 40,000 pesos for the 1625-26 issue as mentioned previ- 
ously. A spectrographic analysis, establishing their fineness at 0.200 or 0.250 
will debunk this mystery.

While the types of this gold stater issue of Colophon conform to the 
norm for Philip II (359-336 BC), the magnificent obverse die of this 
late posthumous issue of Colophon bears a portrait of “Apollo” that 
is quite distinctive and clearly depicts a real person. Comparison 
with the coins of Lysimachus and surviving portrait sculpture 
leaves no doubt the portrait represents Alexander III the Great 
himself. The issue seems intended to legitimize the patchwork 
Macedonian regime put together by Alexander’s generals after his 
death in Babylon under the figurehead rulers Philip III Arrhidaeus, 
Alexander’s slow-witted half-brother, and the infant Alexander 
IV, his posthumously born son. As such the “Philip” named on the 
reverse should probably be seen as referring to Arrhidaeus rather 
than the traditional attribution to Philip II.

Olympia, located in the precinct of Elis in the western Peloponnesus, 
was less of a city than a religious sanctuary dedicated to Zeus 
where the all-important Olympic Games were held. The games 
commenced in 776 BC and continued uninterrupted at four-year 
intervals until AD 394, when they were abolished by the Emperor 
Theodosius as being too ‘pagan’ in spirit. Starting about 470 BC, 
Olympic coins were struck during the games to provide attendees 
with currency for the local markets, and to provide income for the 
shrine (a small fee was charged for changing other civic coinages 
into Olympic coin). Each coin type thus became a keepsake of the 
games in which they were issued, much as modern commemorative 
currency is tied to specific events. After 420 BC, two mints were 
active — a “Zeus” mint striking coins with images of Zeus and his 
avatar, the eagle, and a “Hera” mint striking coins with imagery of, 
and associated with, his wife. This is one of the later issues of Elis 
not known to Seltman, attributed to the 111th Olympiad in 336 BC, 
the year of Alexander the Great’s accession. The portrait of Hera 
is very delicate and beautiful and her stephane is inscribed “of the 
people of Elis.”

The Achaemenid Persian Empire was the first long-lasting multi- 
national state and in many ways the prototype for the Hellenistic 
and Roman Empires that followed.

It has been speculated that the later K-type mnaieions issued 
during the reigns of Ptolemy VI through VIII feature a disguised 
portrait of Cleopatra II, who was the sister and later wife of both 
brothers. If such is the case, the K behind the head could refer to 
Kleopatra (on the original issues of Ptolemy I-III, from which the 
later issues were copied, the K was one of several letters used to 
designate obverse dies). Certainly the portrait on these later issues 
bears little resemblance to the face of Arsinoé II found on the gold 
pieces minted closer to her lifetime. Whether or not these pieces 
do bear portraits of concurrent figures, it is a historical fact that 
the strongest of the later Ptolemaic rulers invariably were women, 
including the last of the line, Cleopatra VII.

This intriguing gold aureus belongs to the 12 months immedi- 
ately following the assassination of Julius Caesar, which produced 
a chaotic situation in Rome when the Senate briefly regained its 
preeminence and a host of unlikely alliances were formed and 
broken up. Octavian, Caesar’s young heir, allied himself with 
Cicero and the Senate against Mark Antony, who following the 
end of his Consulship on January 1, 43 BC took an army north to 
attack Decimus Albinus Brutus, one of the assassins, who had been 
appointed by the Senate as governor of Cisalpine Gaul. The new 
Consuls Hirtius and Pansa, in turn, raised a Senatorial army and 
set off to attack Antony, ostensibly with Octavian’s support. Lucius 
Cestius and Gaius Norbanus, both Caesarians and supporters of 
Octavian, were elected Praetors for 43 BC and ordered the striking 
of this issue of gold aurei to pay the Senatorial soldiers. Two of the 
new legions were raised in Africa, reflected by the personification 
on the obverse of this piece. The curule chair on the reverse reflects 
the authority of the Consuls and Praetors. The alliance between 
Octavian and Senate would proved short-lived and the latter’s 
renewed authority was swept away when Octavian, Antony and 
Lepidus formed the Second Triumvirate.

Youngest of the Antony brothers, Lucius Antonius “Pietas” began 
his career as a quaestor in Asia in 50 BC. After the formation of 
the Second Triumvirate, Lucius served as a general during the 
war against the Assassins, and was appointed Consul in 41 BC. 
His hostility toward Octavian provoked a ‘cold war’ between the 
two Triumvirs, which escalated into open conflict when Lucius, 
with Mark Antony’s tacit approval, began raising his own army 
in central Italy. He was joined in agitating against Octavian by 
Mark Antony’s fiery wife Fulvia. Octavian responded by trapping 
Lucius and Fulvia in Perusia and putting the city under siege. The 
two surrendered in 40 BC; Octavian initially spared them but both 
died rather conveniently of “natural causes” the same year. This 
rare denarius, which bears the portraits of both Antony brothers, 
was struck at an unknown eastern mint under the control of Mark 
Antony after Lucius assumed the consulship in mid-41 BC. As these 
coins probably circulated entirely in the east, it is unlikely Lucius 
Antony ever handled a coin with his own portrait!

Despite ranking among the worst of all Roman emperors, Caligula’s 
coinage is interesting and attractive. As he had few, if any, real 
accomplishments to tout, his reverse types place great stress on his 
blue-blooded lineage. This remarkable denarius pairs his laureate 
obverse portrait with a bareheaded bust of his father, the revered 
general Germanicus, whose mysterious death in AD 19 plunged 
the Roman world into mourning. There is scholarly disagreement 
over the mint location for Caligula’s precious metal coinage. C. H. 
V. Sutherland and R. A. Carson, writing in Vol. I of RIC, state their 
belief that the early, bare-headed coinage of Caligula, like that of 
Tiberius, was struck in Gaul at the mint of Lugdunum, but that 
late in AD 37 minting operations were transferred to Rome and 
continued there for all subsequent issues, identified by a laureate 
head of the emperor. J. B. Giard, author of the Bibliotech Nationale 
catalog in Paris, believes all of Caligula’s gold and silver issues were 
minted in Lugdunum, and this view is supported by David R. Sear 
in “Roman Coins and Their Values.”

In a surprising omission, the late C. H. V. Sutherland, author of 
Volume I of Roman Imperial Coinage, does not list this issue among 
denarius types for Otho, even though surviving examples number 
in the dozens and most museum collections include the type. 


Born in AD 32 to a nouveau riche family, Marcus Salvius Otho 
grew up as a pampered playboy with a taste for the finer things in 
life. He had a peculiar abhorrence for bodily hair and depilated 
every part of his body, including his head; to cover his baldness, he 
then wore a carefully made wig, clearly visible in this outstanding 
coin portrait. When Nero's regime collapsed in mid AD 68, Otho 
was governor of Lusitania and one of Galba’s earliest supporters. 
He fully expected to be named the old man’s heir apparent. Instead, 
Galba chose a young aristocrat of better breeding, and the furious 
Otho began plotting his removal. Playing on Galba’s stingy reputa- 
tion, he bribed the Praetorian Guards to murder Galba on January 
15, AD 69, after which the Senate reluctantly confirmed Otho as 
emperor. But he immediately faced another rebellion, this time 
by Vitellius, the governor of lower Germany, whose sizeable army 
marched on Italy. Otho and the Praetorian Guard hurried north to 
hold the line at the River Po. The sharp clash at Cremona in north- 
ern Italy went decisively against him. Again, his generals urged him 
to keep fighting, but he decided to spare Rome further bloodshed. 
Retiring to his room with a dagger, he stabbed himself in the heart 
the morning of April 16 or 17, AD 69. His noble end gained him a 
respect that had eluded him in life.

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Important Diploma Naming Governor of Britannia

Roman soldiers serving in the non-citizen auxiliaries, termed Auxilia, 
played an important role in the defense of the Roman Empire. Raised 
in the provinces and grouped into cavalry Alae and infantry Cohorts, 
the made up a considerable part of the available manpower to defend 
the frontiers. Upon completing his 25 years in the auxiliaries, a soldier 
received Roman citizenship in an imperial legal act published ona 
bronze plate in Rome, of which a copy was issued to him in the form of 
a notarized bronze diploma granting him and his descendants Roman 
citizenship and legalizing his marriage with his wife. 


The example offered here is a highly important military diploma, issued 
to a soldier serving in Britannia (the modern United Kingdom) at the 
peak of Roman power under the Emperor Hadrian. Although about 30 
percent of the plate is missing, the Roman practice of inscribing the same 
formula on each side of the plate in a different orientation allows virtu- 
ally all of the original text to be recovered. The diploma names the foot 
soldier Itaxae Stamillae, a Dacian serving in Cohort I Lingonum, as the 
recipient. Of high importance, the diploma names the Roman governor 
of Britannia in AD 127 as Trebius Germanus, who is otherwise known to 
history only on a semi-legible inscription found at Bewcastle. 


This transcription uses text from both sides to fill in gaps caused by the 
missing section; text in square brackets is missing but interpolated:

Annia Galeria Faustina was born into an aristocratic Roman 
senatorial family of Spanish descent. Her father and one brother 
achieved the rank of Consul; her other brother, Marcus Annius 
Verus, became Praetor and was father to the future Emperor 
Marcus Aurelius. Her maternal uncle was the Emperor Hadrian. 
In about AD 115, she married Titus Fulvius Antoninus, a respected 
Senator, and through her connections he became a close advisor 
to Hadrian. When Hadrian’s intended successor, Aelius Caesar, 
died early in AD 138, the ailing emperor settled on the 52-year- 
old Antoninus as his replacement. Antoninus succeeded to the 
throne later that year and Faustina was acclaimed as Augusta, or 
Empress. Antoninus honored her extensively on the coinage and her 
vivacity, fashion sense and compassion for the poor made her very 
popular. Her distinctive hairstyle, with a plait wrapped in a tight 
coil atop her head, was copied by women throughout the Empire. 
While the staid Roman historians of later eras criticized her lack 
of “gravitas,” Antoninus was devoted to her. The couple had four 
children, two sons and two daughters; both male children died in 
infancy, but the daughters lived to adulthood and one, Faustina the 
Younger, married Marcus Aurelius and became Augusta herself. 
Only two years into Antoninus’ reign, Faustina died of an unknown 
illness. The grief-stricken Antoninus secured her deification and 
issued an immense coinage in her name, the largest for any Roman 
woman to that point. This magnificent aureus falls into the posthu- 
mous Series.

Didius Julianus had a prominent government career, including 
several provincial governorships in the reigns of Marcus Aurelius 
and Commodus. When the Emperor Pertinax was killed by the 
Praetorians after only a three-month reign, no ready successor was 
at hand. Pertinax’s father-in-law, Flavius Sulpicianus, tried to get 
the troops to proclaim him emperor, but met with little enthusiasm. 
Sensing an opportunity, Didius Julianus rushed to the camp and 
began to make cash promises to the soldiers from outside the wall. 
Soon the scene became an auction, with Sulpicianus and Julianus 
striving to outbid each other for the favor of the troops. When 
Sulpicianus reached 20,000 sesterces per soldier, Julianus upped the 
bid by a whopping 5,000 sesterces. Sold! Confronted by the swords 
of the Praetorians, the Senate approved his elevation, but could 
not hide its disgust. Three provincial governors quickly declared 
themselves emperor; Septimius Severus, in Pannonia, was closest to 
Rome and immediately invaded Italy. With Julianus’ authority in 
Rome rapidly deteriorating, Severus was able to send messages to 
the Praetorians, who renounced their allegiance to Julianus. Seeing 
their cue, the Senators proclaimed Severus emperor and passed a 
death sentence on Julianus. On June 1, AD 193, a Praetorian officer 
found the cringing Julianus hiding in the palace and dispatched 
him, ending his ignominious 65-day reign.

Pescinnius Niger made a name for himself in the reign of 
Commodus, when he led a successful military campaign against the 
Dacians. After being named Consul in AD 191, he was made gov- 
ernor of Syria, leading a substantial legionary force, and was thus 
well-positioned when word arrived of Commodus’ assassination on 
the last day of AD 192. When Pertinax was murdered in turn less 
than two months later, Niger saw his opportunity and arranged for 
his troops to proclaim him emperor as a rival claimant to Pertinax’s 
replacement, Didius Julianus. Rather than marching on Rome 
immediately, Niger remained in the east to solidify his power base. 
But his caution proved costly, as in the meantime the governor of 
Moesia, Septimius Severus, was proclaimed emperor by his troops, 
made a lightning march on Rome, and easily disposed of Julianus. 
Severus induced the Senate to declare Niger a public enemy and 
marched against him in the fall of AD 193. Niger had the bigger 
army, but it suffered repeated defeats throughout early AD 194. 
After a final debacle at Issus in Northern Syria, Niger attempted to 
flee to Parthia, but was captured and executed by one of Severus’ 
generals.

Gordian I and his son Gordian I share the dubious distinction of 
having the shortest reigns of any “legitimate” Roman emperors. 
Born circa AD 159, Marcus Antonius Gordianus Sempronianus 
Romanus claimed a distant relation to the emperor Trajan on his 
mother’s side and descent from those famous Republican reform- 
ers, the brothers Gracchi, on his father’s. Despite these illustrious 
genes, he had a rather uneventful career as a Senator and did not 
reach the Consulship until the advanced age of 64. He preferred 
the quiet life of a landed gentleman and amassed an enormous 
fortune during the Antonine and Severan eras. To his credit, he 
left retirement and returned to public duty as crises multiplied in 
the AD 230s. He was approaching his 80s when, in AD 237/8, the 
Emperor Maximinus I appointed him governor of North Africa, 
where he was expected to enforce the regime’s draconian program 
of taxation against the landed gentry. In March of 238, a group 
of young African nobles rebeled and murdered the emperor's tax 
agent. Realizing they'd passed the point of no return, the rich rebels 
sent a delegation to Gordian begging him to accept the purple as 
a rival to the unpopular Maximinus, who was preoccupied cam- 
paigning on the Rhine frontier. At first reluctant, Gordian accepted 
their acclamation as Augustus on March 19 and appointed his 
son, Gordian II, as co-emperor. The Gordians next made a cer- 
emonial entry into the provincial capital of Carthage, where they 
both assumed the title Africanus and dispatched a messenger to 
Rome proclaiming their program of reform. The Senate, which 
had always hated the brutish Maximinus, eagerly approved their 
elevation and began striking coins in their names. But Maximinus 
reacted quickly, preparing his own army to march on Rome and 
ordering his loyal governor in Numidia, Capellianus, to attack 
Carthage and crush the revolt. Capellianus duly set out with a 
veteran force, against which the Gordians could only pull together 
an ill-trained rabble. Gordian II died in battle on April 12, AD 238 
and his father hanged himself upon hearing of its outcome. They 
had together reigned a mere 22 days. 


Despite their brief production run, coins of Gordian I and II are 
notable for their excellent portraiture and careful quality control. 
On this rare silver denarius, the elder Gordian appears as a distin- 
guished older gentleman with thin, hawkish features. The reverse 
evokes the stability of “Eternal Rome” at a time of multiplying 
crises.

The pose of Hercules on the reverse seems to be modeled on the 
famous “Farnese Hercules” statue, discovered at the Baths of 
Caracalla in 1546. The statue, an icon of male virility, was sculpted 
in the early third century AD by a certain Glycon, who signed his 
name on the base; however the pose was copied from a Greek origi- 
nal sculpted by Lysippus in the 4th century BC.

Rare coins bearing a youthful male portrait with the inscription 
DIVO NIGRINIANO have long puzzled numismatists and histo- 
rians, who could find no mention of any prince of this name in the 
historical sources. The discovery in the early 1900s of an inscription 
naming Nigrinian as a grandson of the Emperor Carus (AD 282- 
283) narrowed down the possibilities to Carus’ two sons, Carinus 
or Numerian, both of whom ruled jointly with their father and 
by themselves after his death. Given that Nigrinian’s posthumous 
coinage is confined to the Rome mint, it seems the most likely 
candidate for his father is Carinus, who presided over the West 
from Rome, while Numerian’s brief reign was spent in the East. 
Nigrinian’s mother might then be Magnia Urbica, who was pro- 
claimed Augusta in AD 283 and honored with coinage of her own. 
According to this scenario, Nigrinian was likely born in 283, but by 
the latter part of AD 284 he had died and was deified by the senate, 
no doubt on the order of Carinus. However, coins struck to mark 
his deification depict Nigrinian as a boy of at least seven or eight. 
Either this is artistic license, or Nigrinian was born much earlier. 
The Historia Augusta claims Carinus “took nine wives in all, and 
he put away some while they were still pregnant.” Nigrinian thus 
might have been a product of one of these earlier marriages. Until 
more definitive evidence is uncovered, the mystery of Nigrinian’s 
true parentage must remain unsolved. 


Whoever his mother was, Nigrinian’s coins are of considerable 
rarity, indicating that striking commenced shortly before the down- 
fall of Carinus’ regime early in AD 285 brought it to an abrupt halt. 
His successor, Diocletian, condemned the memory of Carinus and 
no doubt revoked the deification of Nigrinian, who thus became a 
long-lost footnote to Roman history. This remarkable billon aure- 
lianianus bears a stunning half-length bust of Nigrinian that can 
only be described as a masterpiece of numismatic portraiture from 
this troubled era. The youth is shown “heroically nude” and with 
one shoulder raised, perhaps indicating it was modeled on a statue 
of Nigrinian in an oratorical pose.

The Gussage All Saints Hoard was found by a British metal detec- 
torist on March 21, 2010 in a ploughed field in the county of Dorset, 
England. It consisted of 662 Late Roman silver coins, dating AD 
360-400, packed into a small pottery vessel. Only nine of the coins 
were miliarenses, a comparatively rare larger denomination; the 
rest were the standard Roman silver denomination of the era, the 
siliqua. The hoard was declared Treasure Trove under the United 
Kingdom’s Treasure Act and was taken to the British Museum, 
which acquired one coin for its collection and turned the rest back 
over to the finder. Obtaining a coin from this find thus represents a 
rare opportunity to acquire an ancient coin that can be traced “back 
to the ground” where it was originally buried 16 centuries ago.

A capable general of Spanish birth, Flavius Magnus Clemens 
Maximus was appointed military commander of Britain in AD 
380. Three years later, Maximus made a bid for the throne of the 
Western Roman Empire, then ruled by the ineffectual Gratian and 
his young brother Valentinian II. To secure the loyalty of the British 
legions, Maximus reopened the old mint of Londinium, which had 
been closed for more than fifty years, and began striking gold solidi 
acclaiming himself as Augustus. By this time, Londinium had 
been renamed Augusta, as reflected in the mintmark AVG. After 
disposing of Gratian, Maximus proposed a three-way division of 
the Empire, with himself ruling Britain, Gaul, Germany and Spain, 
Valentinian II ruling Italy and Africa, and Theodosius I, another 
Spaniard, holding the East. This uneasy equilibrium lasted about 
three years but, thereafter, Maximus began encroaching upon 
Valentinian IIs territory. The second issue of gold from Londinium, 
represented by the solidus above, likely belongs to this period of “cold 
war” between the West Roman regimes. The mintmark is augment- 
ed by the letters OB (standing for Obryzium, or “pure gold”), and 
the reverse type and legend (VICTORIA AVGG) explicitly acknowl- 
edge only two Roman emperors, surely Maximus and Theodosius. 
Intriguingly, many of the few surviving AVG OB solidi are slightly 
heavier than the 4.5 gram standard for the solidus, indicating a 
perceived need to impress the soldiery with a particularly sound 
coinage, or perhaps a defective scale at the London mint. In AD 
387, Maximus raised his son Flavius Victor to the rank of Augustus 
and launched an invasion of Italy, provoking a final showdown 
with Theodosius. But in a lightning campaign, Theodosius struck 
eastward and defeated Maximus before he could fully martial his 
forces. Both Maximus and Victor were summarily executed by 
Theodosius, who restored Valentinian II to the Western throne. 


Maximus grab for power proved ill-advised, resulting in a destruc- 
tive civil war and the downfall of his own promising regime. The 
AVG mint solidi and siliquae of Magnus Maximus, represented 
by a handful of surviving specimens, were the last coins struck in 
Roman Britain.

This extraordinary medallion celebrates Honorius as “victor over 
the barbarian nations,” although the victories of his early reign 
were actually won by his great general, Flavius Stilicho. Born in 
AD 384 as the younger son of Theodosius I the Great, Honorius 
was proclaimed Augustus at the age of nine, making him the- 
oretically co-equal with his father and older brother Arcadius. 
Unfortunately, Theodosius fell ill and died in January of AD 395, 
leaving his young, untried sons in charge of a divided Empire 
beset by mounting crises. The Visigothic king Alaric, ostensibly a 
Roman ally, exploited the situation by ravaging Thrace and Italy. 
Stilicho defeated and cornered Alaric twice, but each time let 
him escape. In AD 405, another huge barbarian horde led by the 
warlord Radagaisus swept into Italy and threatened Rome itself. 
Stilicho managed to surround and destroy this rabble early in 406, 
capturing and executing Radagaisus, and perhaps providing the 
occasion for the striking of this large celebratory medallion. But 
Stilicho’s victory proved costly, as he had to strip the Rhine and 
Danube frontiers of their defending legions, allowing fresh waves 
of invaders to plunder Roman Germany, Gaul, and Spain. While 
chaos engulfed the Roman world, Honorius ordered Stilicho’s arrest 
and execution in May of AD 408. This only worsened an already 
horrific situation, and on August 24 AD 410 the Visigoths sacked 
Rome, heralding the collapse of the Western Roman Empire.

Priscus Attalus was born ca. AD 370 and entered the Roman Senate 
early in the fifth century AD. Though a pagan in Christian Rome, 
Attalus excelled in eloquence and quickly became a prominent 
senator. Early in AD 409, the Emperor Honorius appointed him 
Urban Prefect, but this came as the Visigoths, under king Alaric, 
were rampaging unchecked through Italy. By mid year, Alaric was 
outside the walls of Rome, demanding enormous concessions in 
land and gold. Honorius, holed up in Ravenna far to the north, 
refused negotiations, leaving the denizens of Rome to face slow star- 
vation or slaughter. Outraged, the Senate elected Priscus Attalus as 
emperor with instructions to come to terms with Alaric. Attalus 
readily acquiesced to most of Alaric’s demands and joined him 
in marching on Ravenna early in AD 410 to force further conces- 
sions from Honorius. Again, Honorius refused talks. With Attalus’ 
popular support crumbling, Alaric abruptly deposed him in the 
July of AD 410 and subjected Rome to a thorough sacking the fol- 
lowing month, an event that sent shock waves through the Ancient 
World. Attalus became a rootless camp follower of the Visigoths in 
their wanderings. In AD 414, he enjoyed a brief echo of glory when 
Alaric’s successor Athaulf again proclaimed him emperor in opposi- 
tion to Honorius. This time, his brief “reign” ended in capture by 
loyalist forces. He was marched in chains through the streets of 
Rome, ritually mutilated, then, surprisingly, allowed to retire to the 
island of Lipari, where he passed the rest of his days. 





Gold solidi of Priscus Attalus rank among the greatest rarities of the 
Roman series, with fewer than a dozen known of all varieties. This 
specimen is a particularly rare example of Attalus’ first coinage 
from the Rome mint; J. P. C. Kent in RIC X refers to a “single 
specimen” known in gold (page 138) in the Biblioteche Nationale 
Collection of Paris and RIC lists the type, no. 1401, as R5 - unique. 
This example, first publicly offered for sale in 2000, would seem to 
be the second known specimen. Struck in Rome following Attalus’ 
elevation, it is of unusually fine workmanship, with a remarkably 
realistic portrait depicting Attalus with a heavy double-chin and 
a docile, upward-looking gaze. The reverse type, depicting the 
Emperor spurning a prostrate captive, is a straight carry-over of 
Honorius’ gold coinage; Attalus would later issue a different reverse 
type with a seated Roma, of which there are perhaps eight to ten 
known examples.

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An Astounding “Heavy Coinage” Noble of Henry IV

This is one of the rarest types of Nobles, all of its varieties made 
not long after the last Plantagenet king passed on. Very small 
quantities were issued for this first Lancastrian king, and in 
the first year or two of his reign gold did not circulate at all. 
The “heavy” gold, including this Noble, was made so pure with 
extra grains of gold in order to flush the imitations coming from 
Flanders out of use, but the effort was not successful. Flanders 
outlawed use of the heavier English gold Noble on the Continent. 
Merchants in England refused to turn over their lighter Flemish 
copies for melting, not wishing to take losses on their lesser value. 
The authorities at the Royal Mint had no choice but to give in, and 
at Easter 1412 the Crown decided to debase all gold so as to stop 
the melting of English Nobles and their fractions. Thus, made 
only in small numbers but also melted, the Heavy Coinage ended. 
During this reign, only the so-called Light Nobles and their halves 
were made in quantity, but even they were coined for less than a 
year due to the king’s death on March 20, 1413. Today, all Henry 
IV Nobles are rare, but the Heavy Coinage coins are especially 
so. By comparison, the popularly collected Nobles of Edward 
II are common. In 1413 the kingdom would pass to Henry IV’s 
son — Henry V — with little change to the styles used for the 
coinage, and yet the subtle differences in engraving and especially 
the die-markings of Henry IV are distinctive. Not many of the 
surviving gold Nobles of this brief period in history can compare 
to this glorious piece. In fact, we can locate among sales of the past 
decade only one nearly comparable specimen, sold in London on 
September 30, 2010, by St James’s Auctions, for £56,000 (about 
$88,500 at the time, but excluding buyer’s fees). Here indeed is a 
rare bidding opportunity — a real chance to own this rarity in a 
splendid state of preservation.

Fortunately for today’s collectors, most of the gold Nobles of this reign are abundant enough, although most seem to be in the VF-EF range in 
terms of preservation. The dies were essentially copies of those used for his father’s coins, being different and identifiable primarily through the 
privy marks, which were normally a mullet (5-pointed star), broken annulet, or trefoil. We see two of these on the presently offered coin. As well, 
though subtle, the small portrait of the king has changed to be slightly more realistic; this is a hallmark of design change of the Renaissance, 
which had its earliest days in England at the beginning of the 15th century. All of the gold coins of this reign were struck at London. The mint 
at Calais was not reopened until the final weeks of this reign, and it produced no coins for Henry V, who had reconquered “his” land in France 
at the decisive battle at Agincourt, in northwestern France, on October 25, 1415. Henry’s small army, exhausted from its march from Harfleur, 
was attacked by a seemingly overwhelming French army, but Henry’s famous provocation of bravery in his knights on the morning of the 
battle, and most importantly his longbowmen, delivered a crushing defeat to the French, including the deaths of numerous nobles. The English 
longbows decimated the attacking French: their arrows reached far beyond what the Italian crossbowmen on the French side could accomplish. 
French mounted knights fell into the thick mud of a recent storm and suffocated. But, above all, Henry’s own fierce bravery inspired his men. 
It is believed that Henry’s army lost only 200 casualties and additional wounded, while the French suffered loss of a reputed 25,000 soldiers and 
knights. On May 21, 1420, Henry and the French king signed the Treaty of Troyes — recognizing Henry V as heir to the French throne — and as 
soon as possible the old mint at Calais was put to use, but not in time to issue any coins in the name of Henry V. Agincourt was one of the great 
battles of history, and its outcome grudgingly gave sovereignty in France to the English king. Centuries of hostility between the two kingdoms 
would not alter what Henry V achieved on the farm fields of France.

Richard II was a ruthless man by many accounts, subject to mad 
rants as portrayed by Shakespeare, and he was widely despised 
after seizing the crown from his brother, Edward IV, and impris- 
oning the king’s two young sons, including his eldest and heir, 
the 12-year-old Edward V. No one knew at the time but Richard 
had them both killed and their bodies sealed into the thick walls 
of the Tower of London. Suspicions of this heinous act circulated, 
however, and the Earl of Richmond, Henry Tudor (grandson of 
Henry V), determined to unseat the former Prince Richard. His 
grandmother was daughter of the king of France, so the French 
willfully aided Henry, whose army clashed with that of Richard 
IH at Bosworth field on August 22, 1485. Richard was killed on 
the field of battle, one of the most famous deaths in history, and 
Henry Tudor was crowned King of England right on the battle- 
field. It is not hard to imagine that his new subjects readily turned 
in any coins issued by Richard — and when they were melted 
some of the finest mementoes of English medieval history per- 
ished. Somehow, this golden Angel survived.

the reverse equally crisp in detail with the ship’s mast and sides, 
its huge rudder and ropes, the leopards and lis on the central 
shield, Henry’s initial and Tudor rose, and the rough sea all boldly 
struck, also the legends almost entirely bold, rims broad and clean 
except for slight, ancient (likely mint-made) filing above and to 
left of the angel’s halo. 


The engraving style changed towards the middle of this reign. 
The saint was altered to depict him standing with two feet holding 
down the dragon and he is now clad in a combination of feath- 
ers and armor, instead of the feathers seen on most previous 
Angels; Peter Woodhead labels it a “humanistic” image, which 
was used beginning in 1493. He also calls the dragon “less fero- 
cious,” while the SCBC sees the saint as “about to thrust Satan 
into the Pit with a cross-topped lance.” The ship is also a bit more 
graceful. Compare this style, first used as England began to enter 
its Renaissance era, to the image of the angel and the dragon in 
this auction on the splendidly preserved Angel of Edward IV, 
engraved and minted a mere decade earlier. The mysterious, 
huge incuse Annulet placed smartly inside the two ropes above 
the ship’s stern, called “damage” by NGC, gives every appear- 
ance of being mint made, when viewed under 9x magnification. 
It is lustrous and of identical texture to the surrounding field’s 
gold. Woodhead complains that little of the mint record from 
this period has survived, but a clue to the possible purpose of this 
mysterious mark exists in the history of the mint’s personnel. 
The Pheon initial mark was used only from the end of November 
1504 until April 1509. The men responsible for engraving dies 
early in the reign — John Shaw and Bartholomew Reed, joint 
masters — had continued using styles of the previous reign from 
1492 onward until their retirement on the occasion of the issuance 
of the last indenture of Henry VII, only November 22, 1505. The 
new joint master engravers were Robert Fenrother and William 
Rede, who remained in office a mere four years, being replaced 
on August 6, 1509, shortly into the reign of Henry VIII. As under 
Henry VU, the principal gold coins they made were Angels and 
Half-Angels. It cannot be proven but perhaps Fenrother and Rede 
placed this large Annulet within the ship’s rigging as an expres- 
sion of their approval of the engraving on this new style of Angel, 
bearing the initial mark used starting very near to the time they 
took office. If so, this must be considered to be a very special coin, 
a sort of specimen, possibly even a trial piece. Clearly, it never 
circulated. Whatever truth lies behind this unusual mark, here 
indeed is a wonderful Angel despite the assessment by the grading 
company — a really outstanding Renaissance coin.

Although both well educated 
and keenly intelligent, Edward’s body would never allow him to reach 
maturity and real power, and these churlish, manipulative men knew 
it. He lived but 16 years. This charming gold coin, one of his finest 
issues, of high value in its day, has fortunately survived as mute testa- 
ment to kingly powers unfulfilled by destiny.

and nearly perfect legends, including a crisply detailed Tun initial mark 
on each side, the flan broad but slightly wavy and a touch off center 
on the obverse, no damage or abusive marks, luster remaining within 
letters of the legends, slight alloy porosity under the lion’s belly on 
reverse. Considerable eye-appeal for this grade level. 


The gold and especially the silver coins of this brief reign vary in fine- 
ness as much as any coinage of any English monarch. This variance, 
together with distinctive changes in portraiture, has caused the mint’s 
issues to be divided into three periods. The earliest coins of Edward 
VI reflect the debasement that was a characteristic of the end of Henry 
VIII’s reign. Edward’s father was a lavish spender all his life, and over 
time he went through his own father’s large treasury. Not only did 
Henry spend like a madman on his Court but he also committed his 
nation to huge, ongoing expenditures abroad. The result was chaos. 
The silver in particular was of very poor quality from the 1540s. The 
boy-king’s mint-masters inherited the problem, and had no choice but 
to continue to make debased coins during the first two periods of this 
reign, from 1547 into about the middle of December 1550. Poor alloys 
often meant poor quality of strike, too. For today’s collectors that 
means finding a fine portrait coin, in any metal, of Edward VI from 
these first two periods is a real challenge. The beautiful Half Sovereign 
(S-2435) seen elsewhere in this auction is therefore outstanding in this 
respect. This difficulty was resolved within the first few months of 
the 3rd Coinage period, and Edward’s coins made from 1551 to 1553 
generally offer finer images and higher content of precious metals. 
Slowly, the treasury recovered from Henry’s wild spending. The gold 
of his son was 20-ct pure in the Ist Period, then 22-ct pure in the 2nd 
Period, and finally 23-ct 3.5 gr pure in the 3rd Period (or almost pure 
gold) but not for every denomination. This variance of course caused 
the worst to come to the fore in human beings. Some of the early, base 
silver was counter-stamped with images of a greyhound or of a portcul- 
lis, an attempt by the mint to assure the public that those coins would 
be accepted by the treasury at full face value. This practice continued 
into the reign of Elizabeth. In the 3rd Period, the silver coins were all 
given a consistent, higher purity that was actually better than the stan- 
dard .925-fine “sterling,” and these met with commercial success. The 
gold coins fared differently. Most of the early gold was melted, while 
the later gold of higher pureness circulated long and hard, proven by 
their general scarcity and by the rarity of well-preserved pieces. The 
gold Sovereign of 20 Shillings, as seen in this lot, however, was made 
of 20-ct gold. That was done in order to differentiate it from the larger 
Sovereign of 30 Shillings. J.J. North indicates that this coin type con- 
tinued to circulate at face until about 1560, when Queen Elizabeth, 
embarrassed by the state of the treasury she inherited, called for the 
melting of all coins of inferior gold and silver content. No one today 
knows how many long-portrait gold Sovereigns of the unlucky Edward 
VI were turned into molten gold, but judging by the rarity of these 
coins it must not have been few.

24071 Mary (1553-54) gold “Fine” Sovereign 1553, of 30 Shillings, S-2488, North-1956 (very rare), Schneider-704, struck at London of 23-ct 3.5 gr 
(.995-fine) gold, Queen Enthroned with portcullis by her feet, dated in roman numerals MDLIII with double-annulet stops, Pomegranate mm 
after the queen’s name, another after DNO on reverse, AU Details “Removed From Jewelry” NGC, skillfully cleaned (probably long ago) result- 
ing in bright surfaces, a small area on the obverse rim above the queen’s crown seemingly smoothed (difficult to see in the slab), nonetheless a 
most pleasing example of this truly rare classic, boldly struck from perfectly centered dies, magnificent in its details, Queen Mary’s face sharply 
engraved and struck, with wonderful detail in all surrounding features — her crown, the diapered background to her throne, the large portcul- 
lis image below her, the cloth of her garb, the circling crescents and beaded inner circle, and every letter and stop in the legend. The reverse 
side is equally bold in detail, from the small images of the royal leopards and lis within the central shield to the outermost tops of the letters in 
the legend. The decorated, large Tudor rose is fully formed. To the unaided eye, the surfaces are choice and the color is an intense yellow gold. 
Importantly, the flan is full, round, uncracked, and of sound alloy. All in all, the grading company’s assessment aside, this is an exciting and 
exquisitely detailed example of the largest gold coin struck in the name of the tragic, cruelly destined Queen Mary Tudor.

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The Rare Golden Angel of a Catholic King & Queen

luster and lovely reddish gold toning, each die just slightly off center but solidly impressed, resulting in sharply defined legends, much detail on 
Saint Michael and the writhing dragon below him; on reverse, the ship is generally sharp down to the water-line, the waves indistinct, but the tiny 
images of leopards and lis forming the royal shield are crisp, as are the royal initials “P M” split by the cross/mast, which itself actually shows its 
wooden grain. The Lis initial mark on each side is quite bold as well. The images on this historic coin are stark and archaic, and the coin is excep- 
tionally well preserved for the issue. 


Mary Tudor, only surviving child of Henry VIII and his first wife, the Catholic queen Katherine of Aragon, became Queen Mary upon her broth- 
er’s demise on July 19, 1553. She ruled alone until July 25, 1554, the date of her union with Philip of Spain. All of her gold coins, which are very 
rare today, were made of nearly pure gold (.995 fine, or 23 ct 3.5 grains), continuing the mint’s attempt to regain confidence in the money which 
had been lost in the final days of Henry VIII and during the early days of her brother’s short reign. When Mary ruled alone, much of the coinage 
in gold consisted of Angels. Not many have survived the ages. However, her Angels struck with her husband’s name added to hers were made in 
much smaller quantities, and today they are very rare in any state of preservation. Only one type exists, using the abbreviated Latin legend on its 
reverse which in full would read A DOMINO FACTUM EST ISTUD ET EST MIRABILE IN OCULIS NOSTRI (Psalm 118:23), meaning “This 
is the Lord’s doing and it is marvelous in our eyes.” It was not the standard legend used on Angels. Its first appearance on any English coin was 
on the reverse of Mary’s fine Sovereign, as seen in bold letters on an accompanying coin from this collection in our auction. Mary was the first 
female monarch of England since Matilda (daughter of Henry I) in the early 12th century, but Matilda was not queen of a united country; hers 
was an era of civil war. Mary of course took the throne only after her infamous father attempted to have a male heir by numerous women, result- 
ing in only one son, the ill-fated Edward VI. Upon her brother’s death from tuberculosis, what had been unthinkable to her father took place: she 
became Queen Regent. Hers was not a happy life. Her father had declared her illegitimate in his zeal for a male heir. This was reversed a decade 
later but then Edward caused the same declaration when he became ruler, fearing her Catholicism would throw the country back into civil strife. 
When the throne was finally hers, she installed bishops across the land, restored the Papacy as the official church of England, and reinstated 
ancient heresy laws. She also married into the Spanish royal house. Now two Catholics ruled an unhappy land. If a person was found guilty of 
heresy, he or she was also by dint of law guilty of treason, defined as being of a faith not that of the monarch. The royal pair were opposed and dis- 
liked by many aristocrats. She and Philip took action against such dissent, causing some 300 Protestants to be burned at the stake, acts which gave 
her the nickname of Bloody Mary. While all of this was developing, Mary sought to become pregnant so as to leave a Catholic heir. She believed 
herself to be with child as her belly swelled, even though Philip rarely saw her as he seldom left Spain. Nor would he grant to Mary any rights to 
the wealth being mined in the New World. Devout, disliked by her subjects, feared by her political opponents, Mary Tudor died of stomach cancer 
— the bulge in her belly she hoped was a child — on November 17, 1558. The kingdom passed to her younger sister, the Princess Elizabeth, whose 
politics and religion brought union back to the nation, and whose genius as a queen brought great wealth to her subjects and to the Crown’s trea- 
sury, much of it in the form of new gold coins showing Elizabeth’s likeness, in her name, but curiously retaining most of the old Latin legends of 
Christian faith. The times changed dramatically after 1558. The Renaissance arrived in England in full force. The styles of the coins were mostly 
different, presenting more lifelike images of the new queen. The populace wanted to forget the Catholic threats and their queen’s brief alliance 
with the hated Spanish monarchy. As the many bent and defaced silver coins, and the rarity of the gold, of Queen Mary clearly attest, her money 
would mostly disappear with her memory. Well-preserved golden Angels such as we see here are truly rare survivors of this tragic royal era.

As Elizabeth’s mint-masters continued to attempt to reconsti- 
tute the coinage from its debased state of the 1540s and the next 
decade, silver issued forth in quantity, and gold took on a number 
of new sizes and denominations. Commerce was flourishing. 
Unlike her predecessors, Elizabeth spoke several European lan- 
guages and conducted business at court shrewdly. It is said that 
she had the ability to read in French, speak in Italian, and dictate 
in Latin simultaneously. She was an early multi-tasker, but she was 
also a genius. She flummoxed any minister who sought by guile to 
manipulate her. Keeping the exact nature of her faith private, no 
one could intrigue against her on religious grounds. She took the 
throne at the exact moment of the flowering of the Renaissance in 
England, and her reign came to define the term. The wonderful 
portrait pieces of her brother from 1549-50, now very rare, were 
the first intimations of the sea-change in portraiture style. But 
what we see here, on this charming gold coin, is that change in full 
bloom. Here we see a lifelike queen, regal and elegant, festooned 
in fancy ruff and dressed in what looks like expensive cloth — an 
image that was impossible earlier, before artists from abroad cast 
their influence on English art. It is, however, an early portrait. 
Later representations of her majesty would become even finer. 
This coin glimmers as an early issue.

Elizabeth I (1558-1603) gold Half Pound ND, S-2535, North- 
2009 (scarce), 6th Issue of 1583-1600, London, crown-gold (.916 
fine), Tun mm (1592-95), AU55 NGC, a choice coin having 
residual luster but, more importantly, a detailed image of the 
queen, from a sharp and even strike, and rich reddish gold toning 
with hues of mauve iridescence.

More sharply detailed on both the 
queen’s image and her royal shield than on any other specimen we 
can locate at auction in the past five or more years. 


The splendid engraving is almost fully presented on this wonder- 
ful coin made near the end of this reign as the “virgin queen” 
aged. Her youthful beauty had been fading for some years when 
this half-pound, of considerable buying power at the time, came 
into being. For youth she substituted elegance in her person, 
wearing exotic bejeweled dresses of great cost — and we see the 
very thing here on this coin, over which her long hair tumbles. 
The ages-old legend on the reverse continued to be used, its Latin 
fully inscribed here and meaning “The shield of faith shall protect 
her” — but such was no longer so, as it had been hoped for by her 
ill-fated brother and older sister. What most protected Elizabeth 
the queen was her cunning, her powerful mind, and the seeming 
invincibility of her Crown. Her brother and sister had none of 
these qualities. As Elizabeth walked the via media throughout her 
life and reign, no one at Court dared oppose her on any decision. 
She never revealed her logic nor her private beliefs. She com- 
manded. Thus did she fare well for 45 years as monarch. Only 
the full-sized gold Pound, of the same design as this coin, shows 
the monarch in such lifelike detail. It is a Renaissance portrait 
in gold perhaps matched in quality numismatically only by the 
superb bronzes of Italian master engravers, whose art without 
doubt inspired Elizabeth’s own engravers — John Lonyson and, for 
the image we see here, Sir Richard Martin and son, and probably 
unknown but able assistants. They captured the spirit of their age 
in the queen’s visage.

Shillings, S-2529, North-2003 (rare), 6th Issue of 1583-1600, 
Queen Enthroned with portcullis at her feet, London, “fine” gold 
(.995 pure), Hand mm (1590-92), VF Details “Cracked Planchet” 
NGC, struck on a full broad flan, slightly wavy with a thin short 
crack from the rim just past “E” in the queen’s name extending 
downward 8 mm, the portrait faint in the queen’s face, legends 
all complete and sharp, surfaces quite choice for issue without 
damage or noticeable marks and sheathed in lovely, bright yellow 
golden hues. Comparing this to numerous other hammered gold 
coins graded by NGC, it seems a bit nicer than their standard 
VF to the cataloguer. No matter. It’s an appealing historic coin, 
always in demand, and fairly rare in any state of preservation. 


While the gold Sovereign coin was only introduced in the reign of 
the then-princess Elizabeth’s father, Henry VIII, it had become a 
familiar coin at Court and among the wealthy merchant class by 
the 1590s. Meant to be imposing, and of considerable intrinsic 
value at 30 Shillings, made of nearly pure gold, it measured well 
against the biggest coins of Europe. Its fineness was universally 
recognized, and its existence furthered English trade and com- 
merce. The dies used to make these large coins were massive, 
and must have been a challenge to engrave. Strikings were incon- 
sistently fine, and difficult, resulting in many coins that were 
cracked when minted. No collars were used, meaning that flans 
were usually far from round and often ragged. And yet, despite 
being made with primitive tools, these are magnificent coins, 
among the finest from the English Renaissance. All too soon they 
would disappear as a type. In the coming reign, James I would 
employ the same design for a few years, through the first inden- 
ture, or official legal contract from the Crown to the mint-masters 
to create money, before introducing a huge new gold coin called 
the Rose-Ryal in 1604-05. Its nominal value would be identical 
but its engraving would eclipse that of the Sovereign, and the 
Tudor rose would disappear. Elizabeth’s gold Sovereigns were 
the largest Tudor coin. Many would be exported. Many would be 
melted by foreign mints as they were deposited by bankers. Few 
would survive four centuries.

The cataloguer remembers reviewing the British hammered gold at the Ashmolean 
Museum, at Oxford University, which contained two of these pieces, one with a hole. That reveals its rarity. Ex Millennia (May 2008, Lot 300, at 
$65,000) and Jacob Y. Terner Collections. A similar coin, struck from the same dies, sold for $120,000 plus buyer’s fees in October 2013. 


King James, the scholarly Scot whose lineage was among the most royal of all English monarchs, introduced a series of new denominations and 
attendant style changes, importantly including the Scottish arms in his royal shields, for the first time ever, as he was both James VI of Scotland 
and James I of the combined kingdoms. Frequently his coins display the national emblem of Scotland, the thistle, as an Initial Mark. Elizabeth 
had begun this transition to more denominations, recognizing the needs of commerce as the nation’s wealth grew. For many years, the Angel, 
made of high-grade gold and carrying a “face value” of 6 Shillings and 8 Pence (the standard “professional fee”) in the Middle Ages, was the coin 
made in largest quantities. At times the Angel was variously valued, as low as 8 Shillings for Henry VIII and as high as 10 Shillings in Elizabeth’s 
reign, its value as this reign began. James I introduced a new coin, the Spur-Ryal, worth 15 Shillings, clearly stated on the coin as “X V” - seen on 
this coin split by the royal shield. Handily, it was worth one and a half Angels at the time of its first appearance. Marking the denomination on the 
coins themselves was a practice that commenced in this reign. Gold became more plentiful as an ore during this era — beginning with Elizabeth 
I and continuing forward - largely as a result of new trade. European trading abounded: gold coins minted from raw bullion mined in the New 
World and shipped to Spain, then reminted as that money moved across borders, eventually became English coins when traded to England. 
Another major source of new money in the form of gold was the growth of trade in the East - China, the Malay Peninsula, India and Ceylon - 
which exchanged silks, spices, gemstones and other native goods for English luxuries. Gold flowed into England as never before. When Queen 
Elizabeth, almost with her last breath, named her successor with these words - “I will that a king succeed me, and who but my kinsman the king 
of the Scots” - could she have imagined that the wealth of the nation which she inspired ever have taken form in such regal gold money as this 
fabulous Spur-Ryal with its sunburst reverse and its portrait of the king himself as a crowned lion?

Surfaces are splendid, showing only 
tiny contact marks under high magnification. The two spur-rowel 
initial marks are fully impressed, and the legends are crisp on every 
letter. Comparing it, this piece actually seems to be finer than the 
Schneider plate coin, which is not fully struck on HIB REX. This 
is as fine a Rose-Ryal as the cataloguer has seen in almost 40 years 
of handling and writing about English coins. It glows with early 
17th-century luster and is superb! We've looked carefully through 
auction records worldwide and cannot locate another piece, of any 
initial mark, that is either as technically fine or as well struck. 


The Third Coinage extended from September 3, 1619, through 
March 27, 1625. Gold alloyed to two purity levels was employed. 
That being .995 fine was used for the Rose-Ryals, Spur-Ryals and 
Angels because they were commonly used for foreign trade; the 
Unites and smaller denomination pieces contained .917-fine gold 
and were used for commerce within Britain. During this reign, 
for the first time, details kept in mint documents recorded exactly 
when each initial mark was used. The initial mark seen on the 
presently offered coin was employed from the period’s beginning 
(Sept. 3, 1619) until June 23, 1620, after which a succession of four 
other mintmarks appeared on this denomination. Thus we know 
today exactly when these coins were struck and in their exact 
die succession. Perhaps it was King James himself who caused 
this information to be recorded. Somewhat lacking in the tradi- 
tional kingly qualities of martial prowess and stately bearing, he 
is remembered today for his scholarship, for funding one of the 
greatest of all translations of the Bible, and, as concerns us, for 
taking an unusually keen interest in his coinage — it is known that 
he personally approved of a number of newly engraved samples 
(including one of the earliest known English proofs, a shilling of 
1615-16). Only the best-struck pieces were shown to him. Could 
this possibly have been one of them?

This classic from the English Civil War, struck at the king’s temporary 
mint at Oxford, which served as Charles’ headquarters and principal 
source of money from 1642 to 1646, carries not only a powerful image 
of the frightened, pursued king but also his famous Declaration made 
at Wellington in 1642 in which he extolled the Protestant religion and 
laws of his kingdom as well as the liberty granted to his subjects and 
protected by himself and his parliament. This appears on the verso 
side of many of his coins, in largest form on the famed Triple Unites, 
which carried immense “face value” and served his army by purchas- 
ing supplies for war. Unfortunately for Charles, his parliament saw 
things through a different lens, one without him as ruler. The king’s 
proclamation essentially was a declaration of war against his legions 
of Puritan opponents and parliament’s army, led by Oliver Cromwell. 
Oxford and the other regional mints, quickly assembled as the king 
moved from one fortified locale to another, served the purpose of 
converting gold in other forms (older coins, jewelry, plate) into coins 
asserting Charles’s kingship, and paid out to his armies as well as to 
suppliers. While technically not all of these are siege coins, most pieces 
struck at the temporary mints met exactly the same fate — melted 
in order to make newer coins after the war. Within six years of the 
minting of this impressive coin, Charles was captured and executed. 
At his demise, the ancient divine right of kings effectively ended in 
across the land, and upon the Restoration in 1660 England became 
parliamentarian in both name and power. The huge Triple Unites made 
of gold fared poorly. Few exist today. All are prized by numismatists as 
the ultimate artistic expressions in metal of their era.

NGC but despite that estimation, this coin was struck in proof 
state, as proven by the crispness of every part of the engraving, 
by the fully mirrored surfaces, and by the rims and edge, the sur- 
faces showing numerous tiny ticks and hairline abrasions from 
handling over the past 358 years before the protection of slabbing 
evolved. The surfaces certainly remain glittering and pleasing 
to many collectors’ eyes. The portrait and shield on reverse are 
both frosted or “cameo” though not so mentioned on the grading 
insert.

It was during this 
reign, in 1721, that the office of Prime Minister was created when 
the king turned over his governing authority to Parliament and its 
ministers. It was the first move toward a truly modern nation. The 
king’s many titles appear in abbreviated Latin form on this coin, 
occupying both sides. Within a dozen years, the crown would 
pass to George I’s only son, who became thoroughly English. A 
variety of lovely portraits may be found on the guineas of these 
first two Georges but none has more meaning as an historical 
“marker” than the famous Prince Elector Guinea.

E.I.C. 5-guineas, and in fact, looking hard, we cannot locate auction records for any finer piece, or indeed for any coin this choice. 


The blood-lines of the English monarchs were curiously enriched in 1714 upon the passing of Queen Anne. All of her 14 children died before she 
did, and that meant that Parliament was charged with the need to select her successor. But Parliament was divided, especially as concerns the 
Scots ministers. Anne’s half-brother was James Stuart, and a Catholic — known in his day as both James II and the Old Pretender. The English 
Parliament wanted nothing to do with the old Jacobite divisiveness which had festered at the time of George II’s birth in 1683. That potential 
for civil war had been quashed by the selection of William III and his wife, Mary, to succeed the Catholic deposed king James II. The Bloodless 
Revolution saved England from strife, but its peace potentially ended upon the death of the last Stuart, Queen Anne, in 1714. After much debate 
and even threat of battle, Parliament chose a successor to the English throne, a woman of great ancestry including the Stuart line, the Empress 
Sophia of Hanover. She would have become Queen Sophia of Great Britain had she not collapsed in her gardens in Germany and died at age 83. 
But the choice had been made, and the title fell to her son, Prince George, who thus became King George I of England among a long list of his 
titles which included his most powerful position as Elector of the Holy Roman Empire. His coronation was met by rioting throughout England, 
but he proved a beneficent king who seldom visited England. All of his titles appeared in abbreviated Latin on his English coins. He lived not long 
as king, however, and in 1727 his English throne was left to his only child, who dutifully became King George II. He lived in Britain and soon 
left his Germanic ancestry behind him, preferring the English, and securing the monarchy for his family. He spoke perfect English and among 
his kingly passions was the military. In fact, he was the last English monarch to personally lead troops in battle. His coins have become classics 
of numismatics, with several famed issues bearing distinctive hallmarks. Perhaps the boldest, and chronologically the first, was the series of gold 
coins marked on their dies with raised letters “E.I.C.” prominently displayed under the king’s neckline. These initials stood for the East India 
Company, which was a London-based trading organization chartered in 1600 by Elizabeth I. It reached the zenith of its influence and wealth 
during the Indian Rebellion of 1857 in the reign of Queen Victoria, finally being dissolved in 1874. In the 1720s, though, its reach was expanding 
into the Indian subcontinent, and its full legal name was the Honourable East India Company. It traded for all sorts of basic commodities. Its 
owners were merchants of immense wealth and aristocrats. It would come to rule vast regions of the Indian continent and maintain control using 
its own private armies, and would issue a number of coins over many decades bearing its name and made from ore it supplied. The first was this 
large gold coin, and others in the guinea series, made of specie supplied to the Royal Mint by the company. England became a rich nation during 
the reign of Elizabeth I but not a dominant player on the world scene until the 18th century. In a manner of speaking, this splendid gold coin was 
an “announcement” of the empire to come.

The earliest gold of this reign is today extremely rare. It largely copied 
the styles of the 13th-century issues of Genoa and Florence and was 
intended to compete with that money in trade. Gold specie was in 
fact rare at that time, but this situation changed almost at exactly 
the same moment as Edward III gained his throne. In 1320, large 
deposits of gold were discovered in the Hungarian mountains, and 
the European powers eagerly bought it as it came out of the mines at 
Kremnica. It was a boom not dissimilar to the great gold discover- 
ies in California centuries later, and it transformed society, giving it 
new wealth and permitting trade to flourish. The English used it to 
produce gold coins in quantity for the first time in their history, the 
Florin or Leopard, first minted during the first half of 1344. Previously, 
silver had been continuously withdrawn and became scarce as holders 
of money retreated from taxes demanded by the king to fight the 
Hundred Years War starting in 1337. The king was forced to borrow 
from European sources. His splendidly designed first gold coins, fea- 
turing the royal leopard on some and the king upon the coronation 
throne on others, quickly disappeared for the same reason his silver 
coins had been withdrawn from use by the public. In a cruel twist of 
history, the English king both borrowed gold from the French king and 
fought him, demanding a ransom for the release of John the Good, cap- 
tured at the Battle of Poitiers in 1359, of £500,000! This vast sum was 
paid in installments to the English king in the form of French golden 
francs a cheval. These were recoined into English gold. Several trea- 
ties between the two kingdoms were entered into, the most important 
one for numismatists being the Treaty of Bretigni, signed at Calais in 
October 1360. The Noble series in particular is distinguished by the 
bold appearance on these coins of Edward III’s various claims to sover- 
eignty. His earliest gold Nobles are seldom encountered, but the flood 
of money that came into the kingdom from the ransom — and used in 
its day to promote the wool trade with Flanders — has given collectors 
ample opportunities to obtain coins from this historic period. On the 
presently offered coin, King Edward proclaims himself to be King of 
England, and Duke of both Ireland and Aquitaine, in a legend sur- 
rounding himself at the helm of the ship of state on the coin’s obverse. 
It is thought that the design of the king aboard his warship was intend- 
ed to commemorate his naval victory at Sluys in 1340. By the end of the 
reign, the title in Latin of King of France was added to the royal titles. It 
was retained on English coins for some 250 years but originated in this 
reign on coins such as this.

The armored saint, in his wings and feathers, has a face framed by 
a halo bearing a cross and his face is intimately clear, and intent, 
as the saint thrusts his Cross-spear into the devil’s (dragon’s) 
mouth, as he stands on its body with both feet. The dragon too is 
sharply delineated. On the verso, the ship of state, in full detail, 
floats upon the stormy sea guided by the cross (the ship’s mast) of 
the island’s faith and by the might of British majesty, as seen in the 
sharply formed royal shield. Incuse annulets decorate the ship’s 
hull. The waves below lap high. Surrounding the symbolic scene is 
an abbreviated version of the Latin legend PER CRUCEM TUAM 
SALVA NOS CHRISTE REDEMPTOR, meaning “By Thy cross, 
save us, O Christ, our Redeemer.” It is one of the finest state- 
ments of religious belief, and a prayer for protection, found on any 
English coin. And here, all numerical grading aside, is absolutely 
the single finest Angel this cataloguer has seen in nearly 40 years 
of handling the best English coins. It is Mint State, flawless, fully 
lustrous, and boldly struck — a golden jewel of the Tudor Age. 


This reign of the first of the Tudors was fraught with danger, 
political and otherwise. When Richard III died a famous death in 
battle, the conclusion of the long war between the houses of York 
and Lancaster brought an immediate end to the Plantagenet Age. 
The clever Welshman Harri Tudur went from military triumph to 
marry Elizabeth of York, daughter of Edward IV and niece of the 
slain Richard, establishing the Tudor dynasty. He himself ruled 
for 24 years. He was a most clever man who gathered a fortune 
to his treasury, but numerous treacheries threatened him along 
the way. One of the most threatening occurred shortly before this 
wonderful gold coin, then worth six shillings and eight pence, 
was minted. A pretender by the name of Perkin Warbeck came 
out of nowhere in 1490 and claimed to be Richard, Duke of York 
and second son of Edward IV, the younger of the two princes 
whose bodies were only found five centuries later buried in the 
walls of the Tower of London, but in 1490 no one knew of their 
whereabouts. They had been imprisoned in 1483 by Richard III 
and never heard from again. Warbeck was such an effective con 
man that he persuaded the king of Scotland to invade England 
with him (his third invasion) in 1496. He and a small army landed 
in Cornwall but were quickly defeated. Henry VII executed him 
in 1499. Henry himself only lived another decade. The flesh per- 
ished, but now and then a glorious example of the wealth of his 
age surfaces — and what could be finer than a gem Angel bearing 
the head, as mintmark, of the aggressive greyhound, the royal 
dog?

The portrait is of the classic Simon style as 
used on the silver coinage (varying slightly) but this is a Dutch 
copy, listed by Henfrey in 1877; its exact date of origin remains 
clouded. Die-variants exist, especially of the reverse, which fea- 
tures a shepherd beneath a large central olive tree and the date 
of Cromwell’s departure from the earth preceding the Latin 
legend NON DEFITIENT OLIVA, which translates to mean “Be 
Not Afraid, Oliver.” Cromwell died a miserable death caused by 
kidney stones. Medallic Illustrations offers the information that 
most seen examples, in either gold or silver, were imitations of 
Thomas Simon’s medal “struck in Holland to supply collectors 
who were unable to procure the more valuable one by Simon.” 
That suggests a contemporary issuance. The smallest details of 
the pastoral scene are lacking on the Dutch copy. Charming and 
rare. Eimer places a value of £3,700 in EF.

the commercial coinage of farthings, despite the king’s interest in 
the navy, as it was thought to be pretentious and potentially offen- 
sive to the “neighbouring monarch,” namely the king of France, 
Louis XIV, who had given shelter to Charles as a young man when 
he escaped harm at the end of the Civil War.

24248 Charles II Crown 1664, S-3355, ESC-28, 2nd Bust, XVI edge, AU58 “Ex Lockett Collection” NGC, a beautiful old-time piece from a famous 
collection, evenly and sharply struck on both the portrait and the royal shield, King Charles as finely presented as possible (and far better than 
on most known examples), the raised lettered edge bold as well, the flan having a slightly dished appearance partly because of its high rims and 
enjoying a most pleasing, well-set golden bluish gray patina. Under a 9x glass, the viewer can discern a slight porosity to the silver and some small 
ancient abrasions, but finding a more pleasing example would prove difficult indeed. Two great engravers, Thomas Simon and John Roettier, 
worked on and competed against each other for the earliest coinage of Charles II. Simon of course garnered to himself a tragic disaffection 
from the king as he had created the dies for Oliver Cromwell’s coinage. Despite the glory of his famous Petition and Reddite pattern crowns, 
the favor of being appointed as chief engraver at the Royal Mint was awarded to Roettier in May 1662. And yet it is known from payments made 
by the mint that Simon definitely contributed to the die-work for the first coins of the Restoration, the hammered pieces of 1660-62, and that 
he engraved dies for various minor milled coins. Roettier’s pattern crown (ESC-68) showed the king without drapery, while Simon draped the 
portrait, much as seen on this coin. Simon died in 1665 during the Great Plague. The early crowns of Charles II are attributed to Roettier, yet 
it is clear that Thomas Simon’s influence, if not in fact work by his own hand, distinguished the crowns of this reign, especially those of the 1st 
and 2nd Bust types. The style continued on the 3rd and 4th Bust styles but they seem less refined, lacking the master’s deft touch.

We cannot 
locate an example of like quality sold in recent decades. 


William, Prince of Orange, touched English soil on November 5, 1689, as 
the Catholic king James I] (a convert from Protestantism) fled to France. 
James’ new religious alliance with the church at Rome was cause for nation- 
al unrest, and potential civil war. Instead what occurred was the Glorious 
Revolution, a bloodless affair. On January 28, 1690, Parliament declared 
to all that the throne had been vacated. What followed was a formal 
Declaration of Rights giving legal supremacy to Parliament, and acceptance 
of the terms of accession by the prince. On the death of Queen Mary at 
the very end of December 1694, William ruled alone for the first time. His 
silver coinage and small gold commenced in 1695, but the first large gold 
pieces were minted in 1699. The first 5 Guineas varied greatly on the reverse 
from the coins issued by him with Mary, essentially reverting to the cruci- 
form style seen on the gold of Charles IH. The king’s portrait was shallowly 
engraved. And then Isaac Newton came to the mint in 1696. His scientific 
mind brought discipline to the book keeping and he attended to the coinage 
designs as few had before him. At the end of December 1699, Newton suc- 
ceeded to the post of “master worker” or coining chief at the Royal Mint. 
Newton had no use for the ageing mint engravers, the Roettiers. He favored 
a young assistant named James Bull, and then the German engraver of 
great talent John Croker. At first set to simply re-engraving dies made by 
Roettiers, in 1698-99 he produced the famous “Flaming Hair” shillings. 
The king’s portrait seen on those shillings bears an uncanny resemblance 
to the so-called “Fine Work” busts used on the 5 Guineas and 2 Guineas 
of 1701. The mint’s own records are vague. James Bull may have contrib- 
uted some effort to the creation of this portrait but the master engraver 
seems to have been Croker. Similar flourishes of engraving ingenuity are 
to be found on any number of medals of the period known to have been 
made by Croker, most of them signed by him. Newton’s first indenture, 
or commission to produce coin, occurred on December 23, 1700. He had 
taken a particular interest in the fineness of English gold as compared to 
the French and Spanish gold commonly seen in commerce in England. No 
record exists specifying that Newton directed Croker to produce the dies 
used to mint this 5-Guinea coin, of superlative design and gold quality, but 
the dates of involvement at the mint by both men strongly suggest how this 
fabulous coin came to be.

Near the beginning of Queen Anne’s reign, at 
the Battle of Blenheim in 1704, the Duke of Marlborough clob- 
bered the French; after numerous other conflicts of the two sides 
and their allies, the Treaty of Utrecht was signed in the same year 
this pattern was made, 1713, which ended the fighting against the 
French. Charles II had proclaimed dominance of the seas on some 
of his patterns, and here Anne proclaims the might of her army. 
This is indeed a wonderful pattern for the most famous of all 
Farthings.

tifully toned in many shades of golden blue iridescence. One of the finest proofs extant of this type, and 1746 was a signal year for the Royal Mint. 
Situated inside of the walls of the Tower of London, the old mint first struck proof coins purposely intended for sale to able buyers in this year. One 
hundred sets were reputedly made, consisting of the four silver coins of the day — the crown, halfcrown, shilling, and sixpence. Maundy coins 
were excluded from the sets thus produced. Clearly these coins were cherished by wealthy collectors in 1746, but over the past 268 years most of 
the coins from these sets have not survived in the pristine state seen on this crown. Old King George was not terribly popular, as his Germanic 
origins offended many English aristocrats, and this may well account for the paltry mintage. Over time, too, the sets have been broken apart. Only 
occasionally is an intact, original set encountered (the Terner Collection, sold a decade ago, contained such a set). As the individual coins traveled 
from hand to hand, and sat in coin trays, most of the proofs picked up tiny nicks, hairlines, finger smudges, etc. The wonderful crown here offered 
somehow escaped all such mistreatment. Its fine image of the king remains essentially as it did in 1746, and both it and the royal shield are enclosed, 
as if in a picture frame, by the jumbo rim denticles which are hallmarks of this single-year issue. A treasure for any collector of crowns!

Prior to this time, copper 
coins used in the British isles were problematic, more crudely if 
charmingly made on ages-old, hand-powered presses from 1770 
through 1775 at the Royal Mint inside the walls of the old Tower 
of London. (We offer a fabulous example of this “First Issue” 
coinage elsewhere in this sale, a glorious piece dated 1772.) These 
pieces, in the name of George III, were created using a continua- 
tion of the method employed to coin “small change” during the 
previous reign (1729 to 1754), which pieces became notorious 
as being easily counterfeited, often in Ireland for export to the 
American colonies. Copies were so fluidly issued that it is now 
thought that more counterfeits were made than official pieces. 
Finally, by the 1780s, the minting authorities had had enough, 
and they contracted with the Soho Mint to make coppers that 
would defy all attempts to imitate them. James Watt’s revolution- 
ary steam presses were a major part of Boulton’s operation at 
Birmingham. Initially these machines were used to make buttons 
and other hard objects. They were a major purpose behind Watt’s 
invention. But Boulton had a keen mind and a rapacious purse, 
which caused his button operation to go into high gear as a money 
maker when he was awarded the contract to make new farthings 
and halfpennies, and the never-before-seen pennies and two- 
penny coppers, which issued from his coining presses in vast 
numbers beginning in 1797. Getting to that stage, however, was no 
mean task. He joined in partnership with Watt to gain use of his 
steam-driven machines. They were massive things, having heavy 
cylinders and gigantic belts to drive them. These presses could 
pound out an endless stream of perfectly made, consistent looking 
coins of such intricate styling that counterfeiting in England 
was essentially shut down on the spot. Chief among the features 
which defied imitation were the sharp rims and edges, made by 
heavy collars which formed the coins perfectly as the steam press 
turned the blank copper flan into molten metal for a split second. 
Imagine what gleam pervaded the minting rooms as these bright 
coppers poured into bins by the tens of thousands! But those still- 
common coins of 1797 to 1799 were finalized in their form and 
appearance only after much trial and effort, beginning with the 
samples or patterns of 1788, as seen in this lot. Many, many vari- 
ants were created, judged upon, rejected and finally approved for 
production, to create a kind and quality of copper coinage never 
before seen in the British Isles, and still today recognized as major 
achievements of the Industrial Revolution. And now, here, in this 
lot, you have a chance to acquire one of the very finest survivors of 
those first attempts at modernizing one of the most-used coins of 
the British people — the humble halfpenny.

Among his various titles was 
Prince of Wales (hence the use of the Welsh plumes on reverse) 
and Seneschal (judicial steward) of Scotland. Legend has it that 
the prince himself gave permission to Fullerton to create these 
patterns, of various denominations, but that after a few copper 
samples were made, and shown, the king’s closest friend, Joseph 
Banks, formally objected to using on coins the prince’s effigy, 
and the royal arms, while George III remained alive. As official 
medalist to the prince, John Milton was able to create a lifelike 
portrait, and here we see the famous prince portrayed in all his 
effete glory. When the project failed, the dies were put away, only 
to be “rescued” some years later by Young, whose restriking 
efforts created these beautiful classics. This is one of the finest 
pieces we have seen.

Formerly considered 
to be a medal, this curious and very distinctive issue has long been collected as a pattern for a crown. The fabulous engraving of the obverse pres- 
ents to the eye a muscular figure of the god Hercules seated against a broken column, working at breaking or stretching a bundle of sticks over his 
knee, with a club below, and before him a sea bristling with ships, the date boldly placed below in the exergue with a garland supporting it. The 
reverse features the royal crest, crowned, surrounded by large letters that are a motto used often as an edge device against counterfeiting. The date 
is important and can argue for this being an issue of either King George III or George IV, as the monarchy changed in January of this year upon 
the demise of George II]. Common sense would suggest that this was a pattern made for George IV but it has traditionally been catalogued under 
George III. The wonderfully expressive design was inspired by a smaller sized pattern made in France circa 1791-92 by the firm of Monneron 
Freres but never coined commercially as it was proscribed by French law of 1793 prohibiting the use of privately created patterns for money. 
Jean-Pierre Droz, a Swiss engraver of dies for coins and of plates for paper currency, copied the concept of the originals by Augustin Dupré and 
engraved the set of dies used to strike this pattern for Boulton and Watt at the Soho Mint, Birmingham, where this was made. The imagery cap- 
tures the famous god of strength as an enduring symbol of rebellion against human bondage, and it perfectly expresses the spirit of its age. We 
have never seen a finer specimen.

Great Britain, always reluctant to do anything friendly with France, had the 
grand old master engraver William Wyon design and fashion dies for this “Double-Florin” in gold, which clearly states its purpose on the reverse, 
giving the equivalent value of 5 Francs “International” in the encircling legend. The U.S. gold dollar was of the same value. The British experi- 
ment never got beyond the thinking stage, however, and little jewels like this pair were dismissed to history. So what have we here? A spectacular 
collecting opportunity for the fancier of Victorian coins, or proof gold, or patterns, or numismatic history, or just plain rare coins.

The initial pieces featured a Victoria Young Head 
obverse and were dated 1860. This version, using a copy of J.E. Boehm’s portrait, was clearly intended for the golden jubilee period. The date 
1887 is cleverly split to left and right of the queen’s crown. No one is positive of the exact year of minting but Peck, noting that the same 
reverse die was used for all of the 1860 and 1887 pieces, suggests that they were all minted early in the 20th century. By 1964, Peck remained 
uncertain of rarity ratings but clearly stated that “very few” gold and silver pieces exist. Rarely seen, this very piece was last auctioned in 
London in 2007, selling for £6,800. It is now certified and should be worth more today. Locating another could prove to be difficult.

The Royal Ordinance of May 14, 1751 instructed the Guatemala mint to begin issuing 
proper milled coinage of the pillar type in silver and the wigged type in gold. This was a 
noticeable quality improvement from the hand struck coins that had been issued earlier 
and a step towards uniformity for the coinage issued in the Spanish American mints. For 
that purpose, machinery and dies had been sent from the Mexico City mint at a total cost of 
84,334 pesos. The main shipment including master dies (dated 1751), trussels, puncheons 
and edge design presses was received on February 17, 1753. However, the new milled 
coinage was not issued until March 29, 1754 (not May 24 as indicated by Medina and Dasi) 
when coins of every silver and gold denomination were finally struck. 


Two basic subtypes exist for the 1754 milled silver issues: these are distinguished by the 
style of the “5S” numeral in the date, either Arabic (such as the present coin) or Spanish (see 
next lot). In addition, variations in the font used for the assayer initial on the 8 Reales (either 
small - using the puncheon of the 4 Reales - or large) also exist for both 1754 and 1755 in the 
4 and 8 Reales series. In all probability, the “Arabic” style 1754 issues correspond to these 
first milled coins issued (note that this very same style for the “5” numeral and the small 
“J” for the assayer initial had been used in Guatemala for hand struck coinage), while the 
“Spanish 5” variety (which is the same used in the Mexico city mint) was issued later in an 
effort to attend the aimed uniformity. The change from Arabic to Spanish style must have 
occurred quickly since the 1754 Arabic style series is noticeably rarer than the Spanish 
style series for all denominations. In particular, the present coin is the key to complete 
the Ferdinand VI date set of 8 Reales and was the only 8 Reales missing in the Haberthuer 
collection (SBC 1/1996). This specimen is among the finest of the dozen or so pieces 
known and on par with both the Amat (Ponterio 3/1991, lot 155) and Patterson specimens 
(Bonhams 7/1996, lot 302 for £5,200). It has also a nice pedigree to boot: ex Ray Johnson 
collection (Freeman Craig 9/1982 auction, lot 86, described as RRRR and sold for $2,750).

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The Guatemala Central American Federation Gold Series 


Collected by very many, completed by no one: this state- 
ment can be applied to the series of gold coinage issued 
by the Nueva Guatemala (NG) mint under the Central 
American Federation. 


By decree of March 19, 1824, the Constitutent Assembly of 
the Central American Federation suspended the minting 
of coins with the Spanish Colonial design (these had con- 
tinued to be issued by the NG for three years with the 
frozen date 1821, hence their availability today). Instead, 
the Central American Federation would start issuing coins 
with a design consisting of the rising or radiant sun (for 
the silver and gold pieces respectively) over a range of five 
volcanoes (three on the smaller 1 and % Escudos or Reales 
denominations) representing the 5 Central American 
Republics on the obverse and the Ceiba tree on the reverse 
(representing the growing Liberty) with the legend LIBRE 
CREZCA FECUNDO (Grow free and fruitful). To ensure 
the acceptation of this new coinage design, the decree 
emphasized that the new coinage would be of the exact 
same weight and fineness than that of the coinage struck 
by the Spanish authorities, with not the most minuscule 
difference between the two. Thus was created what is 
widely acknowledged as one of the most beautiful designs 
among the world coinage issued in the 19th Century. 


While the regular (not the provisional!) silver series can be 
eventually completed with time and effort, the gold series 
is another matter entirely, with the NG gold coins being 
the piece de resistance in the entire series. Few collectors 
ever attempted to complete it, and fewer still managed 
to assemble a comprehensive group: Isaac Rudman did, 
and this in itself is quite a remarkable achievement. That 
many of the pieces offered herein are also in fine state 
of preservation makes this achievement nothing sort of 
astonishing. If you are one of those collectors who never 
jumped in the wagon because you (rightly) considered 
this series to be too elusive to attempt completing, then 
this is an opportunity you will not want to miss. 


The Rudman collection includes an incredible 20 of 
the 28 confirmed pieces forming the Central American 
Federation NG gold series. By comparison, the famed 
Norweb collection had 10 pieces, the Louis Eliasberg 
collection only 8 different pieces, while the wonderful 
Sepp Haberthuer collection (probably the most important 
collection ever formed in Guatemala) had 12 (but also 
included a duplicate 1824 NG 8 Escudos!). 


In accordance with the previously mentioned decree, the 
gold coins struck at the Nueva Guatemala (NG) mint 
for the Central American Federation all share the same 
design: 


Obverse: Radiant sun over a row of five volcanoes. 
REPUBLICA DEL CENTRO DE AMERICA (or its abbre- 
viation in the smaller denominations). (Date). 


Reverse: Ceiba Tree on foliate ground, LIBRE CREZCA 
FECUNDO (Grow Free and Fruitful). NG. (Assayer 
Initial(s)). 21 Qs (for 21 Quilates or carats, the s omitted 
in the smaller denominations). (denomination) and E (for 
Escudo(s)) on either side of the trunk. 


The assayer initials encountered in these series are as 
follows: 


“M” is for assayer Manuel Mufioz, who for a long period 
was the only assayer at the NG mint. 


“B” is for first assayer Benito Mufioz, son of Manuel 
Munoz. 


“A” is for assayer Apolinario Espafia. 


Whenever two assayer initials are present, the first initial 
naturally refers to the 1st (or main) assayer while the 2nd 
initial refers to the 2nd assayer.

The detail level on the Ceiba side is particularly impressive, and 
on par with the choicest Central American Federation 8 Escudos 
from the (much commoner) CR mint the cataloguer has seen. 
In all probability, the finest known of this rare type, of which 
perhaps twenty specimens are known in all grades. The other 
choice specimen of this NG 1824 8 Escudos seen by the cataloger 
is the Millenia (Goldbergs 5/2008, lot 1058)/ Ulex (Adolph Hess 
5/1908, lot 1995) specimen. That piece graded MS63 prooflike 
and reportedly sold for $145,000. For the sake of accuracy, other 
nice specimens encountered in our research were the Farouk 
coin (Sotheby’s 2-3/1954, lot 101 described as brilliant) and the 
Caballero de las Yndias specimen (Aureo 4/2009, lot 300). The 
cataloguer cannot imagine a finer example of this type in exis- 
tence. If you wish to acquire the very finest specimen of this 
famous rarity, then by all means bid on the present specimen.

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A Fine Selection of Early Republican Guatemalan Gold Coinage 


In 1847, Guatemala became an independent Republic and 
plans for a new coinage design to replace the Federation 
sunface type were set in motion. The sequence of the 
pattern coins (especially those issued in 1854-1855) and 
that of the regular coinage (starting in 1859) might appear 
confusing at first glance, especially if one tries to follows 
the order of the KM catalog. It needs not be, as the succes- 
sive decrees issued provide a logical framework to arrange 
these series: 


— The decree of April 4, 1853 was passed by then President 
Rafael Carrera. Still maintaining the Spanish standard 
for weight and fineness, it authorized a series of coins 
bearing the bust of Christopher Columbus. The silver 
coinage would have Columbus facing left (as in the 
famous KMPn1 1854 8 Reales). While the gold coinage 
would instead carry the Columbus bust facing right, 
both would share the same design on the obverse with 
the legend: GUATIMALAE RESPUBLICA SUB. D(ei). 
O(ptimi). M(aximi). PROTECTIONE (the Guatemalan 
Republic under the protection of the greatest and best 
God) surrounding the young Republic’s coat of arms. A 
very rare 1855 8 Pesos pattern related to these issues is 
included in the Rudman collection. 


— The decree of April 6, 1857 instructed to replace 
Columbus’ bust in both the gold and silver coinages 
with a naked one of Carrera and the legend: RAFAEL 
CARRERA PRESIDENTE DE LA REPUBLICA DE 
GUATEMALA. By then, Carrera was solidly in power 
as a dictator, having been named President for life in 
1854. While the silver coins (not the gold coins) had 
their weight slightly reduced to 25 grams for each peso, 
all coins kept the old Spanish standard in fineness. The 
gold coins struck under this decree are thus fully in 
accordance with the old Spanish standard. The Rudman 
collection for this period is complete and includes both 
dates of the rare 16 Pesos (equal to 8 Escudos) type 
(1863 and 1865, the latter struck on a reduced size plan- 
chet due to problems with the minting press), and all of 
the other minor issues. 


— The decree of February 7, 1866 changed the legend on 
the bust side from “PRESIDENTE” to “FUNDADOR’” 
since Carrera had passed away in April 14, 1865. The 
Rudman collection includes both known dates of the 
16 Pesos issued in accordance with this decree, and all 
other denominations save for the unconfirmed 1869 8 
Pesos (which might well not exist). 


— The decree of June 1869 finally established the decimal 
standard for the coinage, and gold coins of 5, 10 and 20 
Pesos of this new standard were issued in that year. All 
of these are included in the Rudman collection. 


— The December 9, 1871 decree ordered a modification 
in the design of the coinage (while maintaining the 
decimal standard), substituting Carrera’s head with 
a Liberty Head design, and using a new coat of arms 
(Quetzal bird atop a scroll, over crossed arms with 
wreath around, this design has been maintained until 
present times). The Rudman collection is also com- 
plete for this period, including high grade specimens 
of the two known dates of the very rare 20 Pesos 
denomination. 


Assayer and/or initials found on the coins are: 
- “R’ is for Rafael Romafia. 
— “P” for Paz-Duran. 


— “D”s identity has not been found by the cataloguer. 


“F” is for Johann Baptist Frener.

Head of Liberty left, with flowing hair on the obverse, and a 
Quetzal bird atop a scroll, over crossed arms with wreath around 
on the reverse. A very lustrous specimen, with minute handling 
marks but very attractive overall and possibly the finest known. 
Less than five specimens confirmed of this date. 


This very rare type is one of the classic rarities of the gold 
Guatemalan series and probably Frener’s finest work as well. 
Of Swiss origin, Frener was instated as Main engraver of the 
Guatemala Mint by strongman Rafael Carrera, and begin to 
show his talent starting in 1859. His beautiful rendition of the 
Guatemalan coat of arms depicting the Quetzal bird on the 
reverse was used in most of that nation’s coinage starting in 
1872. For the coins of the present type, he carefully inserted 
the legend POST TENEBRAS LUX (after darkness comes light) 
in retrograde letters on the right sword under the scroll on the 
reverse. This hidden phrase is due to Frener celebrating his 
instatement as the Mint’s Director after his temporary outing 
during the previous years, and be easily seen in this coin due 
to its unusually high condition. When commenting this speci- 
men, the cataloguer in the Eliasberg sale noted that although 
both dates (1877 and 1878 of this 20 Pesos type) are priced in 
KM at the same levels, this date (the 1877) appears to be the 
more elusive one. This is very much true: nice specimens of the 
(still very rare) 1878 were included in the F. C. C. Boyd (Superior 
8/1975, lot 2591), Norweb (Christie’s Dallas 11/1985, lot 879), 
Haberthuer (SBC 1/1996, lot 2737), Millenia (Golberg 5/2008, lot 
1064) and Caballero de las Yndias (Aureo 4/2009, lot 318) col- 
lections, while Ponterio recently offered a slightly lesser piece as 
well (11/2009, lot 8525).

By 1892-1893, Guatemala’s monetary situation was in chaos and needing a drastic reform. President Reyna Barrios thus 
instructed by decree of July 25, 1894 the countermarking of the acceptable foreign pesos (the well-known ¥% Real coun- 
terstamp), and the recalling of the foreign minor denominations to be exchanged for local coinage, melted and reissued. 
Since the Guatemala mint could not provide the mintage volumes necessary for this exchange operation, a contract 
was made with the Heaton Mint to issue silver coins. A few patterns for gold coinage were also produced at that Mint. 
Previously, contacts had also been made with the Paris mint, where different patterns for the gold coins were produced 
as well. The I. Rudman collection includes an incredibly comprehensive group of these very rare and desirable patterns 


produced for Guatemala in 1894.

At that time, several 
concerns were outlined by the Governor-General in Council, 
including his dislike of the use of an animal and his favor 
towards a wreath or other ornamental embellishments. By late 
November however, in order to avoid further delays in producing 
a circulating type, Flaxman’s design was approved and the legal 
specification were added to the design. By year end, minting had 
commenced and in January, official issuance began. 


A pattern of incredible importance that exists as the earliest 
concept piece for what would become the largest denominated 
type of British India. Surely no more than a small handful of this 
type were originally struck, and today, survival in numbers more 
than a few would be a surprise. Confirmed examples include the 
W8S plate coin as well as the present coin - ex. Baldwin’s Auction 
53, Lot 2013. This coin, lightly handled, has several marks around 
William’s neck truncation with other minor ticks here and there. 
The fields remain deeply reflective and tiny patches of orange- 
gold tone touch both sides.

Struck during the first year of production for the crowned head Victoria 
type and the first instance of gold off-metal strikes in British India. The 
reason for the existence of this type is not entirely known, but several 
reasons can be hypothesized. Possible reasons include: 


- Distribution to departments of government prior to official adoption of 
a design. 


- Distribution to government officials for personal keepsake. 
- Usage as an exhibition set at fairs and the like. 
- Usage by India Office for information or distribution. 


Whatever the actual reason, we know today that 1862-dated gold strikings 
are incredibly rare, and as a set, most likely unique. In fact, after a search 
of archived auction records, we were only able to find a single instance of 
a 2 Annas striking in gold with none of the other denominations being 
represented. As a whole, the set remains in breathtaking condition with 
all examples being Choice to Gem with attractive cameo contrast. Adding 
the appeal is the impressive King Farouk pedigree; where it sold as lot 870 
in the 1954 Sotheby’s Palace Collections auction as, “a brilliant and pretty 
set, very rare.” A custom Capital Plastics holder now accompanies the set 
and details the coins and their provenance. For the collector of British 
Indian coinage, this set, with its magnificent history and charm, is bound to 
become an instant collection centerpiece and it must be considered among 
the finest trophies that one could think to acquire.

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SESSION FOUR 


The Jamaica Floriate GR Countermarked Series 


This series has long been one of the most popular among the West Indies cut and countermarked coinage. This 
offering of coins from the Isaac Rudman collection which is in all probability the most complete grouping of 
this challenging series that will ever be gathered, includes a specimen of the rare 4 Reales, and one each of the 
fabled and extremely rare doubloon and pistole. 


The Official act of 18 November 1758 called for a floriate GR circular counterstamp to raise the value of the 
milled silver and gold coins (by 1758 these were being struck by most of the Spanish Colonial mints and were 
higher prized than the previously hand struck cob coins which had no edge design and could therefore be easily 
clipped). Ralph Gordon (West Indies Countermarked Gold Coins, 1987) provided an excellent background for 
this issue, but was mistaken in one of his comments. Under the false assumption that the milled %4 Real was 
not minted until the 1790's, he concluded that this November 1758 act including the 4 Real denomination 
was “sufficient to show that the list [of denominations of coins to be counterstamped], like many others of the 
time, was a theoretical exercise in planning by some local bureaucrat and bore no relation to the coins actually 
in circulation” Similar statements were made in the Pridmore reference (page 97) and the catalog of the Byrne 
sale (“although the act provided for %4 Reales to be likewise C/S, no such value was available from Spanish 
American Mints’, p. 65). 


This is a mistake since the Nuevo Reino mint of Colombia started issuing milled cuartillas as early as 1756 
(these are the common large castle issues catalogued in Restrepo as “Tipo 2” under the Ferdinand VI issues). 
These small coins could well have reached Jamaica to be counterstamped in 1758, although no such pieces are 
presently known. Indeed, note that all the four known specimens of the Pistole are in fact from Colombia. 


Also note that for the countermarking of the gold pieces, the punches used were apparently not those of the 
equivalent silver piece, but rather those used to countermark the next smaller denomination: so the punches 
used to countermark the doubloon (or 8 Escudos) were the ones used to countermark the 4 Reales (rather than 
the 8 Reales), and the ones used to countermark the pistole (or 2 Escudos) were the ones used to countermark 
the 1 Real pieces. As a consequence, the gold pieces, apart from their extreme rarity, are less disfigured than 
the silver ones by the counterstamp, rendering them even more desirable.

All Jamaican countermarked gold is very rare, with only 9 
specimens of the doubloon and 4 specimens of the pistole (as 
mentioned above) having been traced by the cataloguer. Note 
in particular that this specimen and another specimen of the 
related 1759 Lima doubloon (see our lot 23510) were both sold in 
the anonymous “Gold Coins” Glendining’s sale of June 16, 1937 
as lots 415 and 416. The preface to that important sale’s catalog 
reads The South American collection was brought together, piece 
by piece by a Madrid collector, and was fortunately brought out of 
the country a few weeks before the Civil War started...

(An examination of the actual coin allows for further detail). It has 
a perfect coin rotation (Lazaro guessed a somewhat shifted one) - 
a further testimony to the great care that was taken in its striking, 
and it is also of the same type as Lazaro #36 - since the legend on 
the obverse also ends with a four pointed star. Thus Lazaro’s 35 
and 36 are only different die varieties of the same subtype. 


The true nature of the “Royal” coinage is still subject to debate. 
Although clearly not restricted to be presentation coins to the 
King himself (many found in fact their way into circulation more 
than two centuries later, as evidenced by the few specimens exist- 
ing with the Guatemala series of revalidation countermarks 
applied in the 1840s), these pieces were undoubtedly special items. 
Many of the coins countermarked in Guatemala show little circu- 
lation, pointing to their hoarding during the mentioned 200-year 
interval. In addition, that they were prized items suitable as gifts 
from special occasions can be deduced from a little known ref- 
erence by Mexican numismatist Romero de Terreros: quoting 
the work Diario de sucesos notables : 1665-1703, by Antonio de 
Robles, he wrote that on May 16 sup th /sup , 1703 a comedy in 
the honor of the Viceroy and Duke of Albuquerque was given 
at the Mint (of Mexico), the cost of which was covered by its 
Treasurer don Francisco de Medina Picazo, who is said to have 
given to each of the Viceroys and to their daughter one thousand 
pesos manufactured in the style of the segovian ones. This is a 
clear reference to the round pieces of eight struck in Segovia at 
that time (perhaps KM227?) and thus a contemporary descrip- 
tion of the Mexican “Royal” 1703 8 Reales. If coins of this type 
were worthy as gifts to the Viceroy of New Spain, they are surely 
worthy of the finest cabinets of our time! 


Being the finest of two known of this date, and among the first 
dated “Royal” 8 Reales of the Mexico City mint, this jewel rep- 
resents a striking testimony of that mint’s technical and artistic 
capabilities at that time. A very special rarity, and should attract 
serious interest.

One of the most important coins of the Spanish 
Colonial period - essentially unmatched in beauty, rarity and desirability. While the entire reason for “Royal” or presentation coinage is not entirely 
known to history, the details have certainly been well-circulated in the numismatic community. What we know is that these pieces clearly served a 
special purpose within the kingdom. Unlike the standard cob coinage that was struck for utility’s sake, with little attention paid to the quality, Royals 
received care that few hammered coins of the New World could rival. The flan, specially prepared on Royal coinage, almost always approaches 
full round. Additionally, to differentiate these pieces from standard issues, the dies used for striking were prepared with extra care, often includ- 
ing flourishes that standard issues did not. While these dies on occasion were used to strike standard type, there is no mistaking the two. 


Royal cobs are known to date from 1695 during the reign of Carlos II with the last date known being dated 1729, just prior to the transition to por- 
trait coinage of Felipe V. While there’s no reason not to believe that Royals bearing all dates were struck during this period (and likely before and 
after), only a handful of dates are accounted for today. The 13 dates include: 1695, 1698, 1702, 1711, 1712, 1713, 1714, 1715, 1717, (1718 - recorded 
but not seen), 1723, 1728 and 1729. While minor design variances exist, their general composition is the same. The obverse holds a crowned shield 
at center with mint and assayer initials directly to the left and Roman numeral denomination “VIII” directly to right; the outer legend includes 
the king’s name and the date. On the reverse, a cross sits in the center with fleur-de-lis in the angles; a quatrelobe surrounds. 


Royals minted between 1711 and 1713 share a special distinction among the entire class with a reverse cross that varies from all others - previous 
dates, and those struck later, have crosses that end with a crossbar. Coins dated in this period however end with crosses, a bold change of unknown 
reason. These dates also mark a transitional period for cob 8 Escudos of Felipe V. Beginning in 1714, the striking quality changed significantly, 
with the fields becoming less coarse and the devices being more refined. While the reason for this remains unproven, it is likely that this marked 
the experimental beginning of milled coinage in Mexico. 

Thusly, the Mexican Royal 8 Escudos can be divided into the following types: 

—-Carlos II—- 

Type 1 [Old Style]: 1695, 1698 

—-Felipe V—- 

Type 2 [Old Style]: 1702

As of the current day, likely no more than 50 examples of these 13 dates are extant with many residing inside institutional collections. 1702 is the 
most plentiful, with nearly 20% of the survivors bearing this date. Many others dates are unique, or nearly so. The present coin is one of possibly only 
2 known for the 1711 date with the other confirmed example being the Calico plate specimen. Both examples were struck from the same dies with a 
clear die crack on the obverse running through the IP in PHILIPPVS. On the reverse, the formation and placement of the lettering and design is again 
identical. The other two dates for this sub-type are similarly rare; unique or nearly so. 


For the collector of world rarities, a monumental opportunity exists in the current offering, as an example of this date, or the three year sub-type, 
may go generations without being offered again. This specimen, in all likelihood a fortuitous shipwreck find, is new to the numismatic com- 
munity. The surfaces are exceptionally well preserved with glowing luster throughout and no marks of any kind to speak of. Although produced 
via a hammered strike, the detail remains bold, with very trivial doubling seen in a couple of the peripheral letters, but essentially nowhere else.

overall and mostly clear (slight doubling on the lion within the 
royal shield on the ship), the surfaces are choice and remarkably 
without abrasions — clearly, this coin was saved at issue. All in 
all, a beautiful example of this classic rarity, seen only occasion- 
ally in any condition. This specimen compares favorably to the 
Spink plate coin and is close in sharpness to the Burns plate 
coin (Edward Burns, The Coinage of Scotland, Edinburgh, 1887, 
volume 3, plate LXIX, number 951), which interestingly is cracked 
in exactly the same place as this specimen. An important offering 
of this classic Scottish rarity. 


The golden Noble was first issued in England during the reign of 
Edward II] (1327-77) beginning in the year 1344. Its purpose was 
to facilitate trade with Flanders in the wool market. Scotland had 
no such market, and gold tended to be issued only occasionally, 
each design type lasting briefly. A decade after Mary Queen of 
Scots’ son James (born June 19, 1566, from her union with Henry 
Stewart, Lord Darnley) acceded to the Scottish throne upon his 
mother’s abdication on July 24, 1567, gold was first issued in large 
denominations, the heaviest being the famous £20 piece of 1575- 
76. Mostly the gold coins were of the normal size in Scotland, 
averaging 25 to 80 shillings in value in various denominations. 
The Lion Nobles (worth 75 shillings) of 1584-88 were sudden- 
ly supplemented by 1588’s 5th Coinage of the Thistle Noble, 
valued at 146s 8d — equivalent in gold weight to the present-day 
Sovereign, which represented a massive amount of buying power 
in its day. It was struck in only one year, and no similarly large gold 
coin was struck again until after James became dual monarch of 
Scotland and England in 1603, when his well-known gold Unit (or 
Unite in England) began to appear, valued at the sterling equiva- 
lent of £1, the same as the Thistle Noble but of slightly less fine 
gold (22 ct versus 23 1/3 ct for the Thistle Noble), and suddenly, as 
Burns noted, “the thistle nobles were decidedly overvalued” and 
many were “received at the mint” later in the reign, which surely 
accounts in part for the rarity of this earlier Scottish gold coin. 


The Thistle Noble was modeled on Edward III’s piece but differs 
significantly not only in its unique legends. The ship is more 
detailed, and in place of the visage of the king at its center appears 
the Scots royal crest; the ship bears two flags, holding the king’s 
“J 6” title abbreviated (the master’s arms, stated the Act of Privy 
Council of September 13, which ordered the coin to be made), and 
a central thistle in the waves below the shield. “On some pieces a 
saltire indented on the small flag above the ship is observable,” 
states Burns, and it appears on the present specimen. The coin’s 
name is mostly derived from the thistle marks appearing on the 
reverse side, the largest above the central cross, and a smaller 
thistle decorates each angle of the tressure, which is internally 
festooned with four crowned lions passant and four crowns with a 
cross on top of each. The combination of legends is distinctive to 
this issue. On the obverse, the king’s title is the normal IACOBVS 
6 DEI GRATIA REX SCOTORUM, but the reverse’s religious 
legend reads FLORENT SCEPTRA PIIS REGNA HIS IOVA DAT 
NUMERATQUE, the Latin translating as “Sceptres flourish with 
the pius, Jehovah gives them kingdoms and numbers them.” The 
central cross of this side consists of two crossed sceptres upon 
which is laid a flowering Scottish thistle.

A Stunning Early Straits Rarity 





25150 Victoria 20 Cents 1871, KM12, MS63 PCGS, super-sharp strike showing all 
the tiny details of the design, the queen’s portrait still retaining much of its 
die-frost, the luster satiny and snow white, and without any toning some tiny 
contact marks appear in the open fields on each side with only a few ticks on 
the portrait itself. Also, sharply struck on the large “20” denomination at the 
center of reverse, which is often found lacking some details. This is a gleam- 
ing example of the first, and by far the rarest, date of this denomination of 
the 19th century. Only 16,000 pieces of 20-Cent coins were struck in 1871 for 
the Straits, most of which were worn down smooth by many years of use in 
commerce, and today are found scratched, gouged, cleaned, or damaged in 
some way — but most did not even survive. This date is the key to the series, 
rare in all conditions, and is extremely rare in this exalted condition. Listed at 
$7,000 in UNC in the newest KM reference. We cannot locate another certi- 
fied UNC example aside from the beautiful, toned MS63 (NGC) coin we sold 
in Chicago on April 28, 2012, Sale #3019, Lot 25615, which garnered a winning 
bid of $29,900. This coin is every bit its equal. We present below, for your conve- 
nience, the same history of the period which accompanied that lot. 


The Straits Settlements was the name given to a collection of territories of 
the British East India Company in Southeast Asia which were collectively 
administered by Great Britain as a crown colony beginning in 1826 during 
Britain’s imperial wanderings around the globe. Various territories between 
the Indian Ocean and the South China Sea were divided up by the European 
powers, and certain lands became known as the Straits Settlements by 
the Anglo-Dutch Treaty of 1824, which split the Malay archipelago into a 
British zone in the north and a Dutch zone in the south. In April of 1867, 
the Settlements became a British crown colony, answerable to the Colonial 
Office in London instead of to the government of India based in Calcutta. A 
governor was appointed to direct the affairs of its citizens, consisting mostly 
of Chinese, Malays and Indians. Commerce thrived as various native prod- 
ucts were taken to a broader market. A British colonial coinage commenced 
in 1871, mintages for the first few years being particularly small, and most of 
those coins seem to have been spent to oblivion by century’s end. 


The 1871 20 Cents coin is an important rarity in this series in which numer- 
ous coins are elusive in grades above VF. The higher the grade, in many cases, 
the rarer the coin — not just a little rarer, but considerably rarer. Any number 
of 1870s-era silver coins are difficult to find in EF or better, for instance — or, 
once found, to duplicate. In a coin having any luster at all, say with slight wear, 
the rarity can jump once again. For the 1871 20 Cents issue, the KM standard 
reference lists a value in “UNC” of $7,000 but what is it based on? We cannot 
trace any sale of a coin of this quality in recent auction history. It seems to be 
nearly impossible to find in UNC condition, but why? Why is it so rare? These 
coins were manufactured in Britain, then shipped by sea to the far-off colony. 
Once there, they were used. They were not saved; they were used. Banks and 
merchants distributed them, and they tended to circulate widely through the 
Straits and also in nearby colonies — for years and years. It seems that a relative 
handful of certain types and dates of Straits coins remained in Britain and were 
saved by contemporary collectors. This describes the situation in general for the 
silver coins, but virtually none of the first years of most silver denominations 
were saved by collectors whether in Britain or elsewhere. In January 2007, we 
were fortunate to auction an 1873 5 Cents, graded MS62 by NGC. Such a coin, 
in the quality we offered, had not appeared for sale in some time, and it sold for 
$13,000 — a multiple of the KM catalogue value then and now. It was the second 
year of issue for that denomination. Its mintage was 60,000 pieces. Another has 
not appeared for sale in such a condition in the intervening five years. But the 
tiny 1873 5 Cents in MS62 pales in comparison to the rarity of any UNC 1871 
20 Cents, which was the first year of issue for its denomination — and it had the 
smallest mintage (16,000 coins) of all Straits Settlements issues. If another early 
silver coin, with a mintage say in the tens or the hundreds of thousands, in the 
19th century, may be said to be rare in Mint State, what might be the assessed 
rarity rating of the 1871 20 Cents, in MS63 as seen in the present lot? And what 
might be its value, compared to its KM listed price of $7,000 in uncertified 
“UNC”? This coin was missing, in any grade, from the Diana Collection, sold 
by Baldwin’s in 2009. In fact, we can locate only a few sales, in any grade, of 
this coin within the past ten years, but this is the first certified MS63 ever to be 
offered (to our knowledge) for sale at auction. Its value will be determined by 
worldwide bidding in this auction. No one can say definitively at this point how 
rare it is in this condition, but it appears that virtually all of the 20 Cents coins 
struck back in 1871 have perished in the intervening 141 years.

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HOW TO COLLECT ANIMATION ART 





On June 28th, 1989, Sotheby's hosted its first major auction of animation art--approximately 560 lots, all from the top-grossing film of 
1988, Who Framed Roger Rabbit. Every single piece sold, with many pieces going far above their estimates—and it was the beginning of 
the emergence of animation art, which had been a niche collectible for more than thirty years, as a coveted treasure. 


“That auction appeared to have stimulated the market, as prices for all animation art subsequently spiked,” says Jim Lentz, Director 
Animation Art at Heritage Auctions. “All of a sudden a massive number of people understood for the first time that they could own art 
from a cartoon.” 


Animation art has been on a tear ever since, gaining new collectors every year. With digital cartoons taking over the industry, the hand- 
drawn elegance of original animation art resonates more than ever. As Lentz puts it, “Animators are really actors; they just act with their 
pencils. Being an animator is not about being able to draw Mickey Mouse. It's about anatomy and bone structure and the illusion of 
life.” Most collectors specialize: some want nothing but animation cels featuring the seven dwarves, and others collect only villains. Even 
contemporary characters like Soonge Bob Square Pants enjoy a strong core of collectors. 


But the most demand and highest prices will always be for Disney. 


“My generation grew up with Hannah Barbara and laughed at Warner Bros., and we all love Disney. Disney leads the way because Disney 
characters have a lot of heart,” says Lentz. 


Lentz says that he values all animation art based on five criteria— 
in order of importance: 


1. Popularity of character. Many collectors think that any early animation art will have significant value; in reality, even beautiful pieces 
from as early as the 1920s are worth very little if they depict characters who no longer have a strong following. 


2. Scarcity. Cels from some films are more rare 
than cels from others—so even if a film seems 
like it would be more in demand, it might be 
worth less if a large number of pieces from it 
remain on the market. 


3. “The pose drives the price.” What is the scene? 
Are the eyes open? “Lady alone is not worth as 
much as Lady and the Tramp,” says Lentz—in 
Heritage’s most recent Animation Art auction, 
Lady and the Tramp eating spaghetti was the 
top lot, bringing $33,460. 


4. Condition. This is true of any category, but Lentz 
is often reminding collectors that animation 
cels were not created to be art—they served a 
practical purpose. Unobtrusive scratches and 
dings—when they don’t compromise aesthetic 
value—can add character to 
a piece. 


5. Variable. Provenance, signature, etc. 


Lentz says the greatest values in animation art right 
now may be in the drawings; they lack the color 

of the cels, but still have important historical and 
display value: An Original production drawing of 
fire chief Mickey Mouse, produced in 1935, 
recently sold for just $167.
